Superbike 200 


A Superbike Daytona 200 will give 
a much needed boost to American 
road racing; spawn development of 
even better sport bikes and get all the 
manufacturers involved in competi- 
tive road racing. Formula One racing 
is fast and exciting albeit expensive. 
The technology available to factories 
is very expensive and unavailable to 
anyone outside the factory. 

Let’s restructure the Superbike rules 
to allow small four-strokes and two- 
strokes. If a company produces 2500 
street legal bikes, establish that these 
bikes may be run at no set minimum 
weight but at 50 lbs. below their 
street-legal dry weight. Set the dis- 
placement limits at 500cc for a two- 








stroke, 750cc for a four-cylinder four- 
stroke, 815cc for a three-cylinder and 
1,000cc for a twin. 

The concept of professional road 
racing on 400-Ib. bikes based on 560- 
Ib. stockers with rules that discrimi- 
nate against smaller bikes is absurd. 
If a battle develops between bikes 
with 100 bhp and 300 Ibs. vs. 130 bhp 
and 400 lbs., let lap times, not polit- 
ics, solve the battle. 

The majority of roadracers are pri- 
vateers and cannot afford to person- 
ally develop reliable horsepower. A 
decent sport bike with a decent fac- 
tory bhp kit would let weekenders 
compete at least in the same mechan- 
ical ballpark as the factories. Such a 
rule may disrupt the tail feathers of a 
few prima-donna F-] types, but on 
the whole would provide marketing 
value to American road racing, which 
means sponsorships and TV coverage. 

While Iam on the soapbox I would 
like to offer a few observations on 
drugs (alcohol included) and racing. 
Drugs are expensive and so is racing. 
Anyone trying to get high one day 
and race the next is not competing 
fully either mechanically or mentally. 
For those of you who think that week- 
end recreational drug use does not 
impair the brain, pay attention be- 
cause I used to feel the same way. Iam 
currently finishing up my last year in 
an engineering program at Arizona 
State University and have noticed a 
direct correlation between recreational 
weekend drug use and total abstin- 
ence — 2.1 G.P.A. verses 3.3.

Judge dismisses suit 
against Barstow-to-Vegas 
race 


LOS ANGELES, CA, OCT. 11 
A major victory for off-road riders came when Federal District Judge 
A. Wallace Tashima ruled against the Sierra Club's challenge of the 
Bureau of Land Management's (BLM) 1983 decision to designate a 
race course from Barstow, California, to Las Vegas, Nevada, the 
American Motorcyclist Association reports. 

The judge also ordered the Sierra Club and three other organiza- 
tions which brought the 1983 lawsuit to reimburse the BLM and 
AMA District-37 (southern California) their costs for defending the 
suit. 

Tashima’s decision was issued little more than three weeks before 
the scheduled running of the 1984 Barstow-to-Vegas desert race. 
The Sierra Club is expected to appeal the ruling, although a similar 
last-minute appeal last year failed to halt the revival of the classic 
cross-country race. 

The preservationists’ lawsuit was filed in mid-1983, challenging 
the legality of a BLM amendment to the California Desert Conserva- 
tion Area management plan designating a race corridor, challenging 
the Nevada portion of the race course and requesting an injunction to 
halt the Thanksgiving weekend race. Tashima, after touring the pro- 
posed 1983 race course, denied the request for an injunction and 
dismissed the challenge to the Nevada corridor. 

The ruling, and the subsequent denial of a last-minute Sierra Club 
appeal, cleared the way for the 1983 ‘’B-to-V”’ race, the first since 
1974. The judge, however, also put off a decision on the Barstow-to- 
Vegas desert plan amendment, and it was September 1984 before 
this issue came to trial. 

In his October 31 decision, Tashima considered six arguments 
raised by the Sierra Club, ranging from the BLM's decision to permit 
a small portion of the race course to cut through an area being 
considered for wilderness designation, to a charge that the agency’s 
decision allowing the race was “‘an abuse of discretion.” On each of 
the points, the judge decided strongly in favor of the BLM and 
District-37, the race promoter. 

In a somewhat controversial move, the judge permitted evidence 
from the 1983 race to be used in deciding the case, but he observed 
that the Sierra Club’s witnesses ‘greatly exaggerated the magnitude 
of the impacts’ of the 1,000 motorcycles and all-terrain vehicles 
that ran the 1983 race. ‘‘In view of the fact that some damage will 
inevitably occur as a result of an ORV race, it appears that the 
mitigation measures (taken by the BLM and D-37) were relatively 
effective,” Tashima said in his decision. 

The Barstow-to-Vegas race ran from 1967 to 1974, attracting up 
to 3,000 competitors. But beginning in 1975, the BLM refused to 
issue a permit for the race due to environmental and organizational 
problems. In the meantime, B-to-V became an annual protest trail 
ride led by Louis McKey, the ””Phantom Duck of the Desert.” Motor- 
cyclists and the BLM overcame their problems in 1983 — including

to sign “Save Saddleback” petitions.

Also, says 
Peters, the State of California is will- 
ing to underwrite insurance coverage 
on Saddleback if and when it resumes 
operation. Stay tuned for more details 
as they develop. 


It was announced at the Super- 
bowl of Motocross that next year 
there will be a five-race World 
Supercross Series; four of those 
races will be held in Europe; the 
final race will be hosted in Califor- 
nia at the Los Angeles Memorial 
Coliseum some time in November. 


Reuben McMurter debuted a machine 
he purchased from Team Honda after 
the Mid-Ohio National in the Super- 
bike final at Daytona.

helmet standards 


WAKEFIELD, RI, OCT. 26 

The Snell Memorial Foundation has released the 1985 Snell Stand- 
ard for motorcycle helmets. The new standard replaces the 1980 
Snell Standard, which served as the benchmark of helmet perfor- 
mance and which was the toughest helmet standard in the world. 

According to the Snell Memorial Foundation, the 1985 standard 
differs from the 1980 standard in the following ways: 

— The 1985 standard is designed around motorcycle use, and 
requirements for protection against roll bars and fire resistance have 
been removed; those requirements, which some manufacturers cri- 
ticized as being not applicable to motorcycle use, will be included ina 
Special Applications Standard (for car racing) to be issued in early 

985. 

— The 1985 standard has reduced the allowable force transmitted 
to the head. 

— In testing procedures, the standard requires a more severe 
impact against a flat surface as well as against a rounded surface; and 
the pointed projectile formerly used to test against shell penetration 
has been replaced with a steel |-beam shaped like those used to hold 
highway guard rails in position, making the penetration test more 
realistic. 
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Here's a shot of Harley-Davidson’s Nova V-4 during prototype testing. 
The machine, rumored to be about 885cc, is DOHC with two valves per 
cylinder, fuel injection and shaft drive. Harley-Davidson may build a fac- 
tory in West Berlin to make the Nova. Look for more details in Cycle News 


a Toss for resistance to gasoline and other solvents have been 
added. 

The 1985 Snell Standard continues the Snell practice of requiring 
that helmets pass performance tests without specifying or suggest- 
ing materials of construction or engineering designs. 

The standard considers the fact that in many accidents, particularly 
with motorcycles, the first impact of the head against any surface is 
by far the most severe; therefore the test requires higher impact 
protection against the first impact than the second. The standard has 
increased first impact velocity while still requiring the capability of 
handling a second impact at the same point. Basically the 1985 
standard requires the helmets to pass a more rigid impact test than 
that required in the 1980 standard, approximately 15% more against 
the flat anvil and approximately 10% more against the hemispherical 
anvil. The 1985 standards require the highest performance charac- 
teristics of any standard available at the present time. 

There is no doubt that helmets produced to any standard greatly 
increase a rider’s chance of survival and decreased injury. By re- 
quiring a helmet to absorb more energy than previously, the level of 
protection afforded by helmets meeting the 1985 Snell standard is 
significantly better than those meeting the D.O.T., Z90.1 1979 
ANSI standard, the British standard, the European standard and the 
International Standard Organization’s requirements. 

According to Snell Memorial Foundation President Dr. C.O. Chi- 
chester, the foundation informed representatives of various helmet 
manufacturers of the impending standards in July 1984. Chichester 
said that companies with helmet models now meeting Snell 1985 
standards include Arai, Bell, Marushin, Simpson and Shoei.

Merkel said he 
felt the fans come to see the exotic 
equipment, their heroes and the 
race should stay as Formula One. 
McDonald was even more vocal, 
saying, “It’s absurd to make For- 
mula One a sideshow on Friday.”’ 
Pietri countered: ”I think it’s a 
good move,” said Pietri. “l'm a 
better Superbike racer and this 
will be the biggest Superbike pay- 
day ever.” 


Honda’s Fred Merkel ran a ‘“simu- 
lated” Daytona 200 on his Interceptor- 
based Superbike on November 1, prior 








tional Speedway. “The basis of the 
test,” said Honda’s Udo Gietl, "was 
to check tire and brake wear. It appears 
there should be no problems with 
tires, but brake wear could become a 
problem.” One interesting bit learned 
during the test was that the front 
brake fluid reservoir ran dry at about 
the 180-mile mark. Brake pad wear by 
that time was such that the extra fluid 
needed in the caliper was enough to 
drain the master cylinder dry. 


Honda came out on top of the final 
Camel Pro Series Manufacturer 
Point Standings with a tally of 583 
points to Harley-Davidson’s 418. 
Yamaha, with 119 points, finished 
third over Can-Am (71), Wood- 
Rotax (48), Kawasaki (37), Cagiva 
(33), Suzuki (32) and Ducati (6). 


Gary Scott will be riding a Honda 
RS750 in Camel Pro Series Nationals 
next season. Scott, taking up an offer 
from Honda, bought the engine from 
the bike which Bubba Shobert rode to 
a second place finish in the October 
28 Springfield Mile. Shobert's engine, 
teammate Ricky Graham's and their 
spare engines were for sale for $8,500 
each at the end of the National. 
“There was speculation and doubt 
that the engines we were offering for 
sale from Honda for dirt track use 
weren't the same ones we were rac- 
ing,” said Honda’s Gene Romero. 
"We wanted to eliminate those feel- 
ings by selling our racing engines.”

FIM cuts Carlsbad, approves 
Superbike series 


MUNICH, WEST GERMANY, OCT. 21-28 

The Federation Internationale Motocycliste (FIM) has said that the 
1985 U.S. 500cc Motocross Grand Prix cannot be held at Carlsbad 
International Raceway unless extensive improvements are made at 
the site. Carlsbad was one of five Grand Prix sites de-certified by the 
motocross committee during the annual FIM congress. 

To be re-certified for the 1985 Grand Prix, the Carlsbad track must 
be made wider, the pits enlarged, an area established where mechan- 
ics and riders can warm up racebikes and practice starts, and show- 
ers installed for the riders. 

The motocross committee also approved FIM stadium cross rules, 
allowing the creation a series of five supercross events in 1985, the 
series to be called the Rodil Trophy. The AMA will ask that the final 
event in the series be held in the U.S. 

In other action, the congress abandoned rules that prohibited 
Grands Prix from carrying the name of a commercial sponsor; 
approved future use of the reduced-soil-damage tire design tried for 
the first time at the 1984 ISDE (The AMA also announced that such 
tires must be used by riders attempting to qualify for the 1985 ISDE); 
approved AMA land speed record attempts without supervision of a 
steward from another country; approved rules and sanctioning for an 
international Superbike road racing series being promoted by MCC 
and Associates, an organization affiliated with Steve McLaughlin; 
and formed a special committee to meet with manufacturers in an 
effort to standardize worldwide rules for road racing classes based on 
production motorcycles. AMA delegate Bill Boyce was named to that 
committee. 

AMA President Ed Youngblood was re-elected as a vice president 


on the FIM Board of Directors. 


Gary Scott said, “I believe I can sell a 
sponsorship program for next season 
on the fact I have a factory engine to 
race. If I didn’t think so then I 
wouldn't have bought it. As it stands 
now, my plans of limiting my racing 
in 1985 to selected events has changed 
and I'll be racing the entire Camel 
Pro Series schedule.” Scott will keep 
his Harley-Davidson XR750s for back- 
up equipment. 


The U.S Forest Service is develop- 
ing an ORV use plan for the San 
Bernardino (California) Mountains; 
the study involves Cajon, Arrow- 
head and Big Bear districts and is 
slated for completion before sum- 
mer of 1985. Input from motor- 
cycle and ATV riders concerning 
trails, looped trails, open use areas, 
the type and amount of riding 
areas and facilities needed, etc.

ENSENDADA, B.C., MEXICO, NOV. 2 


A battle raged throughout the hills and val- 
leys of the Baja California peninsula, but it 
wasn't a revolucion. The Team Honda 
XR500 of Chuck Miller and Randy Morales 


and the Team Husqvarna 
500XC of Dan Smith and Dan 
Ashcraft fought for the lead for 
hundreds of miles, seldom more 
than a minute apart. In the end it was 
the Honda taking the SCORE Inter- 
national Baja 1000 victory, covering 
the 730 miles of the race in 14 hours, 
34 minutes and 34.87 seconds. 

Smith and Ashcraft lost nearly half 
an hour late in the race replacing the 
top end after a seizure, and they fin- 
ished second overall with a time of 
14:48:56.92. 

Third overall went to the Team 
Husky 510TX four-stroke of Larry 
Roeseler and Kurt Pfeiffer, a little 
over an hour behind the leaders. The 
first three motorcycles were all Class 





22 machines, Open bikes. 

Hondas rounded out the top five 
overall, but to everyone’s surprise, 
they were three-wheelers. In a change 
of starting order, the three-wheelers 
started right behind the motorcycles. 
The ATC250Rs of Mark Weixeldor- 
fer/Marty Hart/Mike Coe and Dean 
Sundahl/Steve Wright/Mike Hallett 
beat all of the cars, a first in the his- 
tory of off-road racing. 

After a short-lived 1983 attempt, 
the German BMW factory returned to 
North America with a pair of the 
980cc flat twins they race in the Afri- 
can desert. There were some changes 
for the Baja event, including smaller 
fuel tanks. Their number one ma- 
chine, in the hands of Paris-to-Dakar 
winner Gaston Rahier and ISDE vet-

eran Eddy Hau, took the Class 30 
(riders over 30) victory for the first 
such win in Baja by European riders, 
and for that matter, twin-cylinder 
machines. 

After missing out on the overall 
win, Husqvarnas took Class 21 (250cc) 
with Scott and Kent Pfeiffer, and 
Class 38 (riders over 38) with Las 
Vegans Max Switzer and Casey Folks. 

The final class, the 125cc Class 20, 
fell to the Cagiva of Ed Foland and 
Gordon Clark. 

The Baja 1000 began and ended in 
the coastal resort/fishing town of 
Ensenada. Problems that forced the 
move of the Baja Internacional this 
past summer were solved by the Mex- 
ican government's purchase of cattle 
guards for ranchers in the area of the 
race course. 

Out of Ensenada the course ran 
southwest to the foothills of the 
Juarez Mountains. From there the 
course ran twice around a route that 
was basically the San Felipe 250 
course. Such loops are not favored by 
motorcyclists, who must deal with a 
great deal of car traffic on the second 
time around. At the completion of 
the second loop racers retraced their 
steps back to Ensenada. 

The 17th running of this November 
classic began at 6:30 a.m. on a wide 
Ensenada boulevard. Miller started 
for the Honda team, the second bike 
off the line. He blitzed the first sec- 
tion, covering the 59 miles to Tres 
Hermanos in 53 minutes. 

On elapsed time Roeseler and Smith 
were one and two minutes behind the 
Honda, respectively, and physically 
they were running very close. 

As they reached Nuevo Junction, 
the beginning of the loop and gate- 
way to the infamous Summit, the top 
three were all within a minute of each 
other. They had already put 15 min- 
utes on their Class 22 compatriots. 

Morales continued to lead, but at 
the peak Roeseler and Ashcraft were 
side by side. Once the course dropped 
off the mountains and into a wide 
sandwash, Ashcraft began to pull 
away from his thumper-mounted 
teammate. 

The riders were in one of Baja’s 
most desolate regions as they ran 
north before looping around and 


, heading south, toward Fl Chinero | 





and San Felipe. Ashcraft sped through 
the sandy area, and by the time he hit 
E] Chinero, check four, he was in the 
lead on elapsed time. The Honda, 
still running in front, was a minute 
off the pace. Roeseler had dropped 
back by four minutes after he had to 
use two-stroke pre-mix and the bike 
started pinging. 

In Class 21, Dave Chase and Brett 
Howell had the early advantage and 
they held it through El Chinero. But 
the Pfeiffer brothers, who were down 
15 mintues on the leaders at check 
one, had cut the deficit by five min- 
utes. Their bike had run poorly from 
the start because of a pinhole leak 
between the water jacket and the 
cylinder. As a result the bike was 
going through lots of spark plugs 
and coolant. 

Foland and Clark, on their Cagiva 
North America/Duralube/KSI-spon- 
sored mount, had overcome the Class 
20 field from their rear start to lead at 
El Chinero. Nobody would come 
within an hour of them before the 
competition dropped out altogether. 

Honda XR500-mounted Chris 
Haines and Jim Fishback ran in front 
of Class 30 to Nuevo Junction, but 
they ran into trouble between there 
and El Chinero and dropped 30 min- 
utes off the pace. The lead then fell to 
Steve Subith and Bill Harris, with the 
Rahier/Hau BMW three minutes be- 
hind them at El Chinero. 

In Class 38, Richard Jackson had 
his Husky 500XC in command almost 
from the start, despite starting second 
to last. However, Jackson had iron in 
his blood and planned to solo the 
700-plus miles. He had signed on co- 
rider Gary Colbert “just in case.” 

From El Chinero the course ran 
along the beach of the Sea of Cortez to 
San Felipe, then turned north again 
across Diablo Dry Lake. From there it 
continued north through San Matais 
Pass, then zigzagged east, south and 
northwest again through Mike's Sky 
Ranch, Valle de Trinidad and back to 
Nuevo Junction. 

And in an event of this duration, 
teams fell by the wayside. Rod Hamby, 
who as sharing a Class 21 ride with 
Larry Fife Duarte and Craig Adams, 
broke his leg on the initial run over 
the Summit and was airlifted to-a 


hospital in, San Diego. Duane Sum: ,

mers and John Rudde, who had a 
Cagiva in the same class, had their 
ride end near Diablo. 

But for Miller/Morales and Smith/ 
Ashcraft, the two overall leaders, the 
second half of the first loop was rac- 
ing at its best. Two and a half min- 
utes was the start differential; the first 
time they went through Mike’s, Smith 
led by less than a mintue and the 
Husky team had almost three min- 
utes worth of elapsed time. Still, on 
the course, the two passed and repassed 
each other several times. Roeseler 
and Pfeiffer had about nine minutes 
to make up before they could contend 
for the lead. 

Ashcraft was running out front as 
he crossed the Summit for the second 
time, but near E] Chinero he ran into 
a problem Baja racers have had to 
endure since the racing began — and 
this time he ran into the problem very 
literally — someone going the wrong 
way on the course. 

“A Baja Bug was going backwards 
on the course,” said Ashcraft later. “I 
think I clipped the guy’s front end 
and did a big endo. After I crashed 
they came running over and got me 
up, they said their engine was bad 
and they were trying to get to the 
road. I was yelling at them, telling 
them they were stupid. That ended 
my day.” 

Ashcraft was down four minutes 
on the Miller/Morales Honda by the 
time he got to E] Chinero, and witha 
crushed wound to his elbow, he was 
indeed out for the day. 

Behind them, also approaching El 
Chinero, Roeseler had troubles. ‘“The 
fuel line cracked,” he said, “and 
while it didn’t stop the engine, I didn’t 
see the fuel leaking down on the 
cases. I ran out of gas eight miles 
from the pits, and by the time I could 
get some more we had lost an hour or 
more.” 

The second running of the loop 
gave riders all the challenges they 
might have asked for and some they 
prayed to avoid. Dust from cars mak- 
ing their first passage of the loop 
raised tons of dust; some were courte- 
ous about letting the faster bikes 
ahead, some defiantly hostile. Recent 
rains added to the vehicle traffic and 
turned the beach section between El 
Chinero and San Felipe into a 35- 
mile affair of ruts and whoops. Rain 
ruts turned the ride out of Mike'sinto 
an E-ticket thrill ride; a real horror 
show the second time around when 
riders had to negotiate it at night. 


The tight race for first ended the: 





second time through San Matais Pass 
when Smith's machine seized. For- 
tunately he wound up on the high- 
way and it was only a short time 
before the Team Husky chase van — 
headed for Valle de Trinidand — 
came by and stopped. '"We tore right 
into it, replaced the barrel, piston, 
pipe, everything,” said Smith. “It 
took us 38 minutes or something like 
that; pretty quick, really.” 

The top three positions were more 
or less settled at that point. Well 
behind them, the Pfeiffer brothers 
had moved into top spot in Class 21 
and were running fourth. Right be- 
hind them, like a minute the second 
time through Mike's, was the white 
and orange Marlboro/Playboy-spon- 
sored Rahier/Hau Beemer leading 
Class 30. 

The BMW had been in front of the 
Pfeiffers going into El Chino, this 
the result of Scott Pfeiffer having 
bought the farm — rancho might be a 
better word in this case — on the way 
in from Tres Pozos. Pfeiffer scuffed 
up the rear of his leathers and lost his 
tool bag in the incident. 

The final 100 miles was not as 
smooth as the leading Honda team 
would have liked. Miller rode the 
final leg to Valle de Trinidad; Morales 
into the finish. Before they got far, 
however, the Honda lost its lighting 
coil. They borrowed a battery-powered 
light, and although it took three bat- 
teries to make it in, the Honda flashed 
across the finish line shortly after 
9:00 p.m. 

"We had a great race with Dan and 
Dan,” grinned Miller. "Until they 
had a problem we were all within 30 
seconds of each other. We had the 
lighting problem and we lost the 
clutch coming in, but other than that 
no problems, no flats. I fell off once 
coming over Mike’s and Randy slid 
out once, but it was just a great race, 
really fun.” 

When Smith finished he could 
manage a smile, but it was obvious 
that he was tired after having ridden 
all the way in from El Chinero. “We 
tried to make it up but we couldn't do 
it,” he said, favoring his left hand, 
which had been cut during the ride. 
Still, the gap at the end was 14 min- 
utes; at Nuevo the final time through 
it was 29 minutes. 

Kurt Pfeiffer had to stop once on 
the final tour through Mike's to repair 
an oil line, but he turned the bike 
over to Roeseler and the pair finished 
third with an elapsed time of 
15:46:08.97. "The bike worked really , 








well, I'm really pleased,” said Roe- 
seler, who was just two weeks off a 
Frontier 500 win with Pfeiffer and 
three weeks off an individual ISDE 
gold medal. 

Scott Pfeiffer was the next rider to 
finish, sealing the Class 21 win. The 
Chase/Howell machine had been 
right with them until they lost two 
hours going to Nuevo Junction for 
the final time. 

At 16:37:34.39, the Rahier/Hau 
BMW was 10 minutes behind the 
Pfeiffers on elapsed time as they won 
Class 30, with Hau taking the final 
stretch. Rahier said of the experience, 
“It was high speed and very cold. It 
was a very good course technically; 
we enjoyed it. The problem was that 
it was our first time here.” 

The only other riders finishing 
under 17 hours were the Class 38 
winners, Switzer and Folks. Riding a 
Husky 400WR-based water-pumper, 
they had trailed Jackson until the 
second time over the Summit. Then 
the Sportsman Cycle duo nabbed the 
lead and held it to the finish. 

After crashing hard before the sec- 
ond stop at El Chinero, Jackson gave 
his partner the bike to ride to San 
Felipe while he took a 40-minute rest. 
The rest was undoubtedly welcomed, 
but still he could not catch Switzer 
and Folks, and in the end, Jackson 
lost second in class as well, by just 35 
seconds. The Ron Bishop/ Mike Har- 
per Husky made up the gap on the

tiring Jackson in the final section 
and crossed the finish line a minute 
and a half ahead. The starting mar- 
gin pared the edge to the 35 seconds. 
The other class winners, Clark and 
Foland, reported no major problems. 
Clark crashed off the start and hurt 
his elbow, and they broke a brake 
lever bracket. It was Cagiva’s second 
consecutive class win in the 1000. 
Forty-two motorcycles started the 
event and 24 finished for a survivor 
ratio of better than 50%. Statistics for 
the entire field weren’t as good, with 
169 starting and 75 finishing in the 
32-hour time limit. e

Ward wins 
Superbowl

The Supercross classic is back. After a two- 
year layoff, the Superbowl of Motocross — 
sponsored by Miller High Life and Coca 
Cola — returned to the Los Angeles Memor- 


ial Coliseum. Over 62,000 


spectators witnessed Kawasaki’s 
newly-crowned 125cc National 
MX Champion Jeff Ward work 
his way up from a fourth-place 
start. to take the victory; however, 
team Honda’s Johnny O’Mara 
wrapped up the Insport/Wrangler 
Supercross Series Championship with 





a second-place finish. 

Team Yamaha’s Broc Glover crash- 
ed while bidding for the lead and 
ended up finishing fifth in the main, 
but Glover came back to easily win 
the Miller Masters Challenge race 
immediately following the Superbowl 
final, which had the highest paid 
purse in motocross or supercross his- 
tory. The overall purse was $50,000

with the winner of the race taking 
home $30,000. Honda’s Ron Lechien 
finished second. 


Qualifiers 

The evening was kicked off with 
the start of the first qualifier that saw 
privateer Yamaha rider Warren Reid 
steal the holeshot with Lechien close 
behind. Early into the first lap, 
O'Mara ducked inside of Lechien 
through a pair of jumps just after a 
tight right-hander. Once into second, 
O'Mara quickly reeled-in Reid and 
passed hima lap later, just before the 
peristyle jump. A half-lap later, 
Lechien slipped past Reid in the 
whoops and caught up to O’Mara. 
Lechien knew that O'Mara wanted to 
place at least a second to be able to 
clinch the Supercross championship, 
so Lechien put on the pressure hop- 
ing O’Mara would take it easy — but 
the O’ show didn’t. O'Mara managed 
to keep his teammate behind during 
the eight-lap race to take the win. 
Reid finished third ahead of Kawasa- 
ki’s Billy Liles, Honda rider Billy 
Frank and Craig Canoy (Hon). 

The start of the second qualifier 
saw team Honda’s current 500cc 
National MX Champion David Bai- 
ley capture the holeshot with Glover 
hot on his rear fender. In third was 
Suzuki rider Rick Ryan. A lap later, 
Glover made a move through a tight 
ess section and stuffed Bailey hard 
into the hay bales. However, Bailey 
wasn’t out of it just yet. The Honda 
rider stayed close to Glover while 
Kawasaki factory rider Goat Breker 
worked his way into third. 

In the last lap, Bailey tried to stuff 
Glover in the same spot where Glover 
had stuffed him, but Bailey was un- 
successful. Instead, Bailey’s front 
wheel washed out causing him to 
crash. Bailey quickly recovered hold- 
ing on to second. Glover won ahead 
of Bailey, Breker, Honda rider Erik 








Kehoe and Ryan. 

“He got real close to me there at the 
end,” said Glover. "He started to set 
me up through the front straight and 
through the next couple of turns. 
When he tried to stuff me, I think his 
front wheel washed out.” 

The third qualifier featured a duel 
between new 250cc National MX 
Champion Rick Johnson and Suzu- 
ki’s two-time Superbowl winner, 
Mark Barnett. Johnson, on his 
production-based 1985 YZ250, barely 
edged Barnett’s works Suzuki to the 
first turn, but Barnett rammed his 
way through the first left-hand turn 
and stuffed Johnson in the following 
right turn. This caused Johnson to 
slow, letting Honda rider Jeff Hicks 
into second. Johnson quickly passed 
Hicks and set after The Bomber. 

For the next two laps, the battle for 
the lead was fierce, then Johnson 
pulled up along side of Barnett 
through the triple jumps and pre- 
ceeding left turn and passed the Suzuki 
rider through the whoops section. 
From this point on, Johnson started 
to pull away slightly. On the final 
lap Johnson got out of shape through 
the whoops and went off the track, 
allowing Barnett to motor on by. 
Johnson re-entered in second. Bar- 
nett took the win ahead of Johnson, 
Hicks Honda rider Eric Hall ahd 
Yamaha-mounted Allen Semar. 

Later on in the evening, though, it 
was announced that Johnson actu- 
ally won the moto and that Barnett 
finished second, because the race went 
one lap too many by mistake. 

Ward captured the holeshot in the 
fourth qualifier only to be passed by 
Yamaha rider Jim Holley as they 
came off the peristyle jump a few 
turns later. This move surprised the 
crowd; then Ward tried to pass Hol- 
ley. Holley, however, held on to his 
lead, following in third and fourth 
were free agent (no longer riding for 
Team Tamm) Honda rider A.J.

Whiting and current (and only) Team 
Tamm rider Alan King. On the second 
lap, King tagged a hay bale which 
dropped him back to sixth. 

Up front, the battle for the lead was 
intense. It wasn’t until the fourth lap 
that Ward found a way around Hol- 
ley. Ward pulled up alongside of 
Holley coming out of a left-hand 
sweeper, and it looked as though 
Holley might out-drag Ward to the 
table-top jump, but Holley hit some 
bumps and lost traction. Holley tried 
to keep up, but Ward pulled away. By 
the end of the race, Holley started to 
fade while Whiting and King rode 
his rear fender. With two laps to go, 
Holley signalled to let Whiting and 
King pass on the long straight. As 
they did, King also flew past Whit- 
ing. Ward went on to take the win 
ahead of King, Whiting and Holley. 


Quarter finals 

Suzuki rider Scott Burnworth stole 
the holeshot at the start of the first 
quarter final but was passed by Honda 
rider Jeff Frisz in the first turn. Dur- 
ing the second lap, Frisz washed out 
at the bottom of the peristyle jump 
giving Burnworth a commanding 
lead. Suzuki rider Doug Dubach took 
over second ahead of Frisz and Honda 
rider Gordon Ward. 

During the fifth lap, Dubach crash- 
ed hard over the triple jumps and 
dropped out of the race. Burnworth 
easily won the moto while Frisz and 
Ward took second and third. Gary 
Denton, riding a Yamaha, finished 
fourth. 

Honda rider Larry Brooks took the 
early lead in the second quarter final 
but was quickly passed by Kawasaki 
rider Bader Manneh. Manneh stretch- 
ed his lead, while Brooks and Husq- 
varna’s Micky Dymond diced over 
second. In the end it was Manneh 
way out in front ahead of Brooks, 
Dymond and Keith Bowen. 


Semi finals 

The first semi final saw Lechien 
capture the holeshot a few inches 
ahead of Glover, Bailey, Liles, Kehoe 
and O'Mara. 

For the next two laps, Glover tried 
every trick in the book to pass Lechien, 
but the Honda rider played it tough. 
During the third lap, Glover bobbled 
slightly losing a few feet to Lechien. 
Halfway throught the moto, Lechien's 
lead grew to about two seconds on 
Glover, who held a safe distance over 
Bailey. 

From this point on, the moto settled 
down as the riders became more spread 
out. Lechien cruised on to take the 
win ahead of Glover, Bailey, O’Mara 
and Liles. 








Johnson took command of the 
second semi final. The Yamaha rider 
stole the holeshot closely followed by 
Ward, Holley, Manneh, Hicks, Eric 
Eaton and Barnett. 

By the third lap, Johnson and 
Ward had pulled away from the rest 
of the field while engaged in a dog- 
fight for the lead. Halfway through 
the race, Johnson developed a three- 
or-four bikelength lead over Ward, 
then Ward started to close that gap 
near the end of the race. 

A tough battle for third took form 
at the middle of the race between 
Holley and the pursuing Manneh. 
These two were very close through- 
out the remainder of the race. Up 
front, Johnson still had command 
and went on to take the win a few 
bikelengths over Ward. Holley held 
on to finish third ahead of Manneh. 


Last Chance Qualifier 

The Last Chance Qualifier featured 
an exciting battle between three rid- 
ers for the lead: Frisz, Hall and Whit- 
ing. Honda rider Mike Fisher was in 
on the act for a while before he 
crashed out of it. Frisz held on toa 
slim lead over Hall, who was trying 
to hold back Whiting. With three 
laps remaining, Frisz started toslow while 
climbing up to the peristyle jump 
letting both Hall and Whiting fly 
past. Soon after, Whiting passed Hall, 
then Hall, crashed when Whiting 
brake-tested him in a tight right 
turn. Frisz got back on the gas towards 
the end of the moto but was a few 
bikelengths behind Whiting; how- 
ever, Reid reeled in Frisz, and as they 
crossed the finish line after Whiting, 
Reid pulled alongside of Frisz and 
the two went over the table-top jump 
side-by-side while getting the check- 
ered flag. Frisz took the final transfer 
spot inches ahead of Reid. 
Main 

Lechien and his factory Honda 
narrowly grabbed the holeshot over 
Glover at the start of the main event. 
Close behind Glover followed Breker, 
Ward, Kehoe, O'Mara, Johnson, Bar- 
nett and Bailey. During the first lap, 
Glover put the pressure on Lechien, 
while Breker dropped back a few 
bikelengths. In the middle of the 
pack, Bowen got out of shape and 
clipped Liles’ rear wheel, causing the 
Kawasaki pilot to crash at the bottom 
of the uphill. This put Liles out of 
contention. At the same time, the 
leaders, Lechien and Glover, tangled 
over a jump when Glover tried to 
pass. Both riders crashed handing 
Breker the lead. Lechien and Glover 
frantically raced to get going and did 
so in seventh and eighth places.

After passing Kehoe, O’Mara held 
firm control of third when Lechien 
and’ Glover crashed. A lap later, 
Johnson also passed Kehoe and started 
to reel-in O’Mara. 

Team Kawasaki riders Breker and 
Ward enjoyed a fairly large advan- 
tage over the third-place rider O’ Mara. 
During the third lap, Ward dove to 
the inside of his teammate over a 
double jump and took over the lead. 
Ward quickly pulled away, while 
O'Mara reeled-in Breker a few laps 
later. However, O'Mara had Johnson 
to contend with the whole time. By 
the sixth lap, Breker, O’Mara and 
Johnson were within inches of each 
other. Two laps later, O’ Mara stuffed 
Breker into the hay bales just before 
the peristyle jump, taking over second. 
As they came off the peristyle, John- 
son had control of third. 

While Ward was enjoying a com- 
fortable lead, all eyes were fixed on 
the O’Mara/Johnson duel. The two 
fought handlebar-to-handlebar for 
many laps. Glover began making 
time through the pack and passed 
Barnett for fifth. By this time, the 
leaders were running into lapped 
traffic, but Ward didn’t have much 








trouble getting around them. How- 
ever, the battle for second was still 
hot, but Johnson couldn't get by. 
The Yamaha pilot then started to 
ride wildly and made costly mistakes. 
These errors gave O'Mara a few bike- 
lengths on Johnson, time that John- 
son couldn’t make back up. 

With five laps remaining in the 
race, things started to settle down 
quite a bit. The top seven riders — 
Ward, O’Mara, Johnson, Breker, 
Glover, Barnett and Kehoe — were 
spread out. Lechien was back in 10th 
while Bailey cruised in | Ith. 

The only rider making a charge 
was Glover on Breker. With one lap 
to go, Glover was breathing down 
Breker’s back. Ward easily crossed the 
finish line first, while O’Mara, who 
was gaining slightly on Ward, fin- 
ished second. Third went to Johnson 
while Breker finished a half-bike- 
length ahead of Glover. 

“Everything went real well for me,” 
said Ward. “I got a fourth-place start 
and went into second when Ron and 
Broc crashed. It really helped to have 
my teammate out in front, so I didn’t 
have much trouble getting around 
Goat.”

“It was really hard to pass out 
there,” said O'Mara. “I had to ride 
real aggressively. I was catching Ward 
at the end but he had such a big lead, 
there was nothing I could do. I came 
here to clinch the championship, soa 
second isn’t so bad.” 


Miller Masters Challenge 

About 15 minutes after the conclu- 
sion of the main, the Miller Masters 
Challenge race was waved off.The 
race was for 10 laps and included pre- 
vious 1984 Supercross main event 
winners, plus Canadian Supercross 
Champion Ross Pederson, Rookie of 
the Year Keith Bowen and three wild 
card entrants: Billy Liles, Alan King 
and A.J. Whiting. 

Glover, wearing hot-pink pants 
and helmet, stole the holeshot inches 
ahead of O'Mara, Lechien and Ward. 
After Ward came Barnett, but he was 
passed by King after the first lap. 
However, King crashed over the tri- 
ple jumps handing fifth back to Bar- 
nett. Glover was flying — heading 
into the second lap, he had already 
developed a huge lead. During the 
third lap, O’ Mara dropped his Honda 
in a tight left turn surrendering the 
second spot to Lechien. O'Mara re- 
covered close behind Lechien. 

At this point, it was Glover way 
out in front, then Lechien, O'Mara 
and Ward all bunched up, then a 
large distance behind came Barnett, 


Liles, Johnson, Bowen, Rederson 
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Whiting and King. 

As the race neared the end, Lechien, 
O'Mara and Ward started to close in 
on Glover. On the last lap, only a few 
bikelengths separated Glover and 
Lechien. At the end, however Glover 
managed to hold on and take the win 
and a $30,000 check. Lechien took 
second ahead of Ward, Barnett, Liles, 
Bowen, Johnson, Pederson, Whiting 
and King. 

“TIl definitely remember this one 
my whole life,” said Glover. "This 
also makes up for my fifth in the 
main.” When asked why he switched 
to pink pants and helmet between the 
main and Miller Masters, he said, 
“John Gregory (JT) asked me to wear 
them during the main, but I said no 
way. However, I said I would in the 
Miller Masters. I would look pretty 
silly if I didn’t win.” ®

Merkel rolls on at 


Daytona

DAYTONA BEACH, FL, NOV. 4 


Honda’s Fred Merkel racked up his 10th win 
in 13 series rounds at the final round of the 


series, the 7th Annual Daytona Pro-Am. 
Merkel and Sam McDonald staged a duel for 


the lead through 15 of the 17 


laps on Daytona International 
Speedway’s 3.56-mile course 
before Merkel broke away and 
opened up a gap in the final laps. 
Roberto Pietri finished third after a 
strong ride from a back-of-the-grid 
starting position. McDonald and 
Pietri were also Honda-mounted. 

Merkel, who had the series title 
clinched going in, easily won his 
qualifying heat on Saturday with 
McDonald winning the second heat. 
Merkel’s time was nearly 10 seconds 
faster in the four-lap sprint. Merkel's 
heat saw Rueben McMurter involved 
in a four-rider accident on the open- 
ing lap which left him facing a com- 
plete engine tear-down after sand got 
sucked into the carburetors on his 
Honda engine. 

Pietri, initially running strong in 
the second heat, had a rod bearing go 
which left him and his crew to burn 
the midnight oil while doing a com- 
plete engine rebuild. They were still 
at it Sunday morning. 

Merkel and McDonald engaged in 
a lead-swapping duel right from the 
start of the final. Ricky Orlando, 
Terry Hampton, John Ashmead and 
Rich Oliver joined in the fray up 
front in the opening laps before it 
broke into- a four-rider battle with 
Merkel and McDonald leading 
Orlando and Ashmead. 

Oliver and Hampton were soon 
joined by Dale Quarterley and Jimmy 
Adamo, while Pietri and McMurter 
were steadily moving through the 
pack. Quarterley’s ride came to an 


abrupt, epg, with engine, problems 








before five laps were finished. On lap 
six, gremlins in the transmission 
struck McMurter and his day was over. 

McDonald and Merkel gave the 
fans — the largest turnout for a Day- 
tona Pro-Am — their money’s worth 
with a display of high-speed drafting 
and finesse through the infield. Mer- 
kel, with superior horsepower, probed 
McDonald's defenses all over the track 
while the two traded the lead back 
and forth. Orlando stayed relatively 
close to the front-runners and got 
company in the form of Pietri on lap 
eight. 

On lap 11, Ashmead led Hampton, 
Adamo and Oliver in a good battle 
for fifth. Glenn Barry, Phillipe Kos- 
tezer, John Kocinski and Mike Harth 
followed in a pack. Ashmead then 
began to slip backwards and parked 
his bike with two laps left to run. 

Merkel began putting on pressure 
in the closing laps, but McDonald, 
with a rear tire that was slipping in 
portions of the infield, kept up the 
pace. 

With less than two laps to go, Mer- 
kel took over the lead for good witha 
late-braking maneuver heading into 
the chicane and used slower traffic to 
block McDonald's attempt to draft 
him. From there to the finish Merkel 
was in total command. 

McDonald cruised home in a safe 
second with Pietri, inching his way 
forward on the battle up front, able to 
close to within four seconds at the 
finish. Orlando wasn’t challenged 
for fourth, but the fight for fifth went 
right to the finish with Hampton 
taking the nod by three bikelengths 
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Formula II Champion Don Greene (20) leads Sam McDonald (29), Kevin 
Brunson (97) and Alan Labrosse. Brunson won. 





Harth and Barry took eighth and 
ninth, respectively, with Jeff Haney, 
in a strong ride through traffic after a 
back of the grid start, finishing 10th. 

“I had a lot of fun racing with 
Sam,” said Merkel in winner’s circle. 
“When you trust the other rider you're 
racing with then you can run a really 
good race. My plan was to wait until 
the final two laps and then work my 
strong points — turn one and the 
chicane — to my advantage and break 
away from who ever was with me at 
that time. Mike Velasco and Merlyn 
Plumlee did another super job of 
putting me on winning machinery.” 

“The rear tire began to slip a bit 
just before the halfway mark and I 
couldn’t push as hard as I wanted to 
on some parts of the track,” said Mc- 
Donald. ‘‘Fred used slower traffic to 
his advantage in the final two laps 
and that was about it. I got sick to my 
stomach after the Formula Two race 
and I don’t feel 100 percent right 
now, but on the track the only thing 
on my mind was to win the race.” 

McDonald receives support from 
Honda Racing Corporation, McDon- 
ald Racing, Megacycle and Moto-X 
Fox. 

“Tcan’tsay enough about everyone 
who pitched in to help with the work 
on my engine,” said Pietri. “It tooka 
lot of hard work and a lot of time, but 
it was worth it. It really feels good 
when things go right.”

Armstrong rider Brunson was the 
pole sitter via his Saturday heat win,

ald, who won the other heat. Brun- 
son led off with newly-crowned For- 
mula Two Champion Greene, on a 
Yamaha, in tow ahead of McDonald, 
Alan Labrosse, Sass, Londono, Tracy 
DeMuro and Gary Gibson. 

Three laps into the race, Brunson 
and McDonald had set up their duel 
out front with Londono and Greene 
trading third, while Labrosse watched 
from a close fifth and Gibson led 
‘Sass. A bobble by DeMuro dropped 
him back to 10th. 

Labrosse moved in on lap six to 
make the battle a three-way one with 
Londono and Greene. The three were 
trailing Brunson and McDonald while 
keeping a good distance ahead of a five- 
rider battle for sixth led by Sass. 

Brunson continually opened gaps 
on McDonald, which McDonald 
would promptly close two and three 
times a lap as they opened a distance 
on the third place fight on each lap.

Church, with a new XL1000 motor in 
his Harley-Davidson Owner’s Group- 
sponsored bike, showed he had the 
power to motor away from Adamoon 
the banking. Reiman and Tunstall 
settled into third and fourth with 
Marvin West in fifth. 


Tunstall and West got into a tussle 
for fourth with West appearing to 
have an edge in the infield and Tun- 
stall able to get back any ground lost 
on the banking. 

Church was out on lap eight; he 
felt what he thought was the engine 
slowing, pulled in the clutch and 
parked the bike. “The (burned) clutch 
stunk up the whole pit area,” said 
tuner Don Tilley. “I know the clutch 
is gone, but there may be some other 
problem as well.” 

Adamo, with no competition, rolled 
to an easy win. Reiman, on the Robi- 
son Harley-Davidson of Daytona 
mount, had an “easy” ride to second. 
Syd’s Cycles rider Tunstall held off 
Euro-Cycle Imports BMW rider West 
for fourth. 

Dennis Liebrecht, aboard a Ducati, 
topped the Heavyweight Amateur 
class while Cagiva rider Richard 
Winningstad was the Lightweight 
Amateur class winner. 

“It’s always fun to race Daytona,” 
said Reiman. “I wish we had gotten 
more practice so I was a bit more 
dialed in.” 

“T got a poor start,” said Tunstall. 
"I haven't raced in a couple of months 
and it showed a bit in the beginning. 
I knew I had top end on Marvin 
(West), but I was worried about him 
getting away in traffic.” 

“I lost the rear brake early in the 
race,” said Roeder, “so I was taking it 
really easy. The plan was not to push 
it, but without the rear brake I had to 
really slow down. Where's the cham- 
pagne?” 

Adamo, riding in a race in the 
AMA Championship Cup Series 
finals, didn’t attend the winner’s cir-

The sixth and final round of Continental 
Motosport Club’s/Pioneer Electronics 
Trans-Cal Series took place on the Inter- 
national track at Indian Dunes today, with 


double points awarded to all 


riders. 


Honda rider Scott Yenzer rode 
conservatively and clinched the 


500cc Intermediate class champion- 
ship, while another Honda rider, Gary 
Wilson, managed to hold on to second 
in the series. However, Eric Marnoch 
and his Honda completely dominated 
both motos: He led from start to fin- 
ish each time out, winning easily. 





Marnoch had an excellent chance to 
win the class championship but me- 
chanical problems with his bike forced 
him to miss one of the series’ races, 
which cost him valuable points. Mar- 
noch finished sixth in the points 
race. 

In the first 500cc Intermediate moto, 
Marnoch captured the holeshot and 
never looked back. He stretched his 
lead with every turn while Duane 
Quale (Hon), Dave Woolmore (PMT), 
Wilson and Ron Lawson (Hon) 
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(Above) Eddie Hicks chases Tommy Collier (3), Jeff Capt (14T) and Jim 
Spotts (133). (Below) Jay Robb (71R) dices in the 250cc Junior class. 
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fought over second. Yenzer gated 
poorly and was in second-to-last place. 
Honda rider Gregg Blechman even- 
tually worked his way into the second 
spot just ahead of Quale and Law- 
son. At the finish, it was Marnoch 
way out in front, ahead of Blechman, 
Quale, Lawson and Darin Lundquist 
(Hon). Out of the 13-rider class, Yenzer 
worked his way up to seventh. 


The second moto was again all 
Marnoch’s. He easily led the entire 
race while a fierce battle shaped up 
over second and third. Woolmore 
managed to break away from the rest 
of the pack, but four riders were still 
battling over third. Lawson held on 
to the third spot while heavily pursued 
by Lundquist, Blechman, Quale and 
Yenzer. Yenzer made the first move 
and passed Quale, then positions 
remained the same until the last few 
laps. Blechman and Yenzer moved 
into the fourth and fifth spot, right 
behind Lawson. Then Blechman 
passed Lawson just before the white 
flag. During the last lap, the rear wheel 
bearings on Lawson’s Honda disin- 
tegrated causing the chain to derail. 


So, at the finish, Marnoch took the 
win ahead of Woolmore, Blechman, 
Yenzer and Baker. Lawson recovered 
to finish 10th and third in the series. 

After two qualifying motos in the 
125cc Intermediate class, the two-moto 
main was set. At the start of the first 
moto, Honda rider Shaun Kalos stole 
the holeshot while Bobby Moore, 
Eddie Hicks, Jeff Capt and Jeff 
“Chicken” Matiasevich pursued. 
During the second lap, Hicks and his 
Yamaha passed Moore; shortly after, 
Moore's Kawasaki threw a chain put- 
ting him out of top contention. Once 
into second, Hicks started to reel in 
Kalos, and shortly after, Hicks was 
glued to Kalos’ rear fender. However, 











during the fifth lap, Hicks lowsided. 
He quickly picked up his bike but 
dropped it again, letting Matiasevich, 
William Surratt, Jim Spotts, Capt 
and Tommy Collier by. 

Hicks’ crash gave Kalos a huge 
lead, while Hicks began working 
through traffic. He managed to work 
up to fourth with two laps remaining 
and that was it. Kalos took the win 
followed by Surratt, Matiasevich and 
Hicks. Spotts took fifth. 

Kalos again took the win in the 
second outing, while Hicks took se- 
cond. However, Hicks’ 4-2 score, 
which gave him second overall, was 
enough to capture the 125cc Inter- 
mediate class championship. Matia- - 
sevich finished ninth in the second 
moto, which gave him third overall 
and second in the series. Third in the 
series went to Kalos, while Surratt 
received fourth. 

Not only did Surratt take fourth in 
the 125cc class, he also won the 250cc 
classchampionship. Surratt went 1-1 
today to clinch the title. 

In the first 250cc Intermediate moto, 
Yamaha-mounted John Posca took 
the early lead ahead of another Yama- 
ha rider Mike Black, Suzuki-mounted 
Jeff Seagale and Brady Helm. Surratt 
had a so-so start but made his way up 
through the pack quickly. 

Up front, Rieman put heavy pres- 
sure on the leader Posca. The dog- 
fight lasted for six laps before Rie- 
man slipped past. With two laps to 
go, Surratt put the move on Posca 
and passed him. During the last lap, 
Surratt hounded Rieman and was try- 
ing to pass the Yamaha rider in every 
turn. With only a few turns left in the 
race, the leader had problems getting 
around a hoard of lapped riders, but 
Surratt used the lapped riders to his 
advantage by passing Rieman through 
the last turn before the checkered 





flag. Posca took third ahead of Sea- 
galeand Hondarider Tim Whitlock. 

Surratt didn't have much trouble 
winning the second moto, while Posca 
finished in the number two slot. Sea- 
gale took third ahead of Helm and 
Rieman. Rieman's 2-5 entitled him 
to second overall in the series. 

Yamaha-mounted Mike Fowler 
jumped into the early lead at the start 
of the first 250cc Junior moto with 
another Yamaha rider Joe Merriam 
hot on his tail. For the first few laps, 
Fowler enjoyed a comfortable lead 
while Merriam, Darrin Hoeft and 
Honda rider Mike Neff followed. 
However, Fowler developed engine 
problems as Merriam closed in. Half- 
way through the race, Merriam made 
his move and passed Fowler and his 
crippled Yamaha. Then Neff started 
to make a move and passed Hoeft, 
then Fowler two laps from the finish. 
In the end it was Merriam, Neft, 
Hoeft and Fowler. 

Fowler overcame his first-moto 
blues and won the second round. 
Neff took second again to claim the 
overall win, third in the moto went to 
Yamaha rider Steve Lawler, while 
fourth and fifth went to Merriam and 
Yamaha-mounted Jim Vaughan. 


Honda rider Eric Wicker used a 2-1 
score to capture the win in the 125cc 
Novice class, beating Kawasaki- 
mounted Jehrrod Thames’ 4-1 tally. 
Wicker took the early lead at the start 
of the first moto and never looked 
back. Eric Huffine (Hon) recovered 
from a fourth-place start to challenge 
Honda rider Steve Parent for second. 
With one lap to go, Huffine stuffed 
his Honda to the inside of Parent ina 
turn and took over second. Wicker 
won the moto with a 13-second 
cushion over Huffine, then Parent, 
Thames and Yamaha rider Tony 
Olivieri. 

Thames managed to take the win 
the second time out over Wicker, Par- 
ent, Huffine and Suzuki rider Michael 
Edward. Parent’s 3-3 combo gave 
him third. 

In the Sidecar race, which took 
place Sunday, the Pete and Scott 
Whitney team went home with the 
series title. The Whitneys held a slim 
points lead going into the final round, 
but Pete was nursing a broken foot 
that he suffered the week before at 
Sand Hill. They were only hoping to 
salvage a second after the Indian 
Dunes race, but they managed a third 
in the first moto and amazingly won 
the second round. This gave them the 
championship, while the Randy Lan- 
gosh and Casey Farrell team won the 
overall today but took second in the 
series. e

International motocross: 


Ward, Johnson take 
Japan GP by storm

SUZUKA CITY, JAPAN, OCT. 14 


Americans Jeff Ward and Rick Johnson 
swept the 125cc and 250cc classes at the 21st 
annual Japan Grand Prix before an estimated 
crowd of 30,000 spectators in Suzuka, Japan. 


Ward spent most of the first 
125cc moto dicing with Ron 
Lechien (who hadn't raced on 
a 125 for almost a year) before 
taking the win, and he easily topped 
the second round. Johnson went 2-1 
to capture the overall in the 250s.

In the first 125cc moto, factory 
Honda rider Lechien shot into the 
lead: “I stole the holeshot,” said 
Lechien, "then I started to pull away.” 
Meanwhile, Ward came out of the 
first turn about fifth and started to 
work his way up through traffic. By 
the eighth lap, Ward had reeled in 
Lechien and the dogfight began. “I 
led for the next 12 laps with Jeff right 
on my rear fender,” said Lechien. 

At this point, they swapped leads 
about five times, but Lechien man- 
aged to hold on. Once Ward tried to 
make a move by going wide into a 
turn, while Lechien went to the inside; 
in the middle was a lapped rider. 
When the lapped rider looked to his 
right and saw Lechien, he immediate- 
ly went wide and collided with Ward. 
Neither of the riders went down, but 
Ward lost valuable time. Once again, 
Ward managed to reel in Lechien. 





Eventually, Ward made a pass that 
stuck, going on to take the win about 
four seconds ahead of Lechien. 

"We didn't get much chance to ride 
during the week,” said Lechien, “‘and 
my hands got tired and full of blis- 
ters. The bike I was riding was the 
one O'Mara used during the Nation- 
als, and it is a little slower than Jeff's 
Kawasaki. This made a big differ- 
ence, because the track was pretty 
smooth and wide open.” 

The second moto was completely 
dominated by Ward. He started things 
off with the holeshot and never looked 
back despite nursing a sore ankle 
through both motos — a sore ankle 
injured at the Sacramento Supercross 
in California two weeks earlier. Lech- 
ien jumped to a fair start, tangled 
with a lapped rider and crashed later 
on in the moto; although he didn't 
lose any places, Lechien lost enough 
time to Ward to end his hopes for a 
win. 

Ward's win was his third-in-a-row 
in the Japan GP: He beat Mark Bar- 
nett two years ago and edged out 
O'Mara last year. Lechien finished 
second overall. ‘The track was pretty 
nice,” said Lechien. ‘“The layout was 
good, too. Except it was a little hard-

packed and fast.” 
In both motos, Ward and Lechien 
lapped the field up to third place.

"I grabbed the holeshot (in the first 
250cc moto) and led for the first four 
or five laps,” said Team Honda's Bob 
“Hurricane” Hannah. “Then I crash- 
ed when my front wheel washed out 
through a fast right-hand sweeping 
turn. I picked up my bike, but in 
second.” Hannah’s teammate David 
Bailey took over the lead after Hannah 
crashed and jumped out to a comfort- 
able advantage. "When I got going 
again,” said Hannah, “Billy Liles 
was right behind me.” Soon after, 
Liles washed out and lost a few 
seconds to Hannah. 

At this point, Johnson was making 
up for a 10th-place start: He worked 
his way into fourth after passing fac- 
tory Kawasaki rider Georges Jobe 
from Belgium. Johnson's drive didn’t 
end there: The new U.S. 250cc Na- 
tional Champion reeled in both Liles 
and Hannah and passed them. Once 
into second, Johnson had a long ways 
to go to catch the flying Bailey. 

With Johnson out of the way, Liles 
caught back up to Hannah, and a 
fierce battle over third ensued. For 
the rest of the 45-minute moto, the 
two riders were side-by-side many 
times. The climax of the duel came 
on the last lap, a few feet from the 
checkered flag. “It got a little hectic 
at the end,” said Hannah. “Liles 
made a last-ditch effort to pass me by 
holding the throttle wide-open com- 
ing out of a turn into the finish-line 
jump, and he pulled up alongside of 
me.” However, Hannah edged Liles 
by a front-wheel length. “He proba- 
bly would have beaten me if he hadn't 
washed outa couple of times earlier.” 

Bailey won the moto, while John- 
son took second. Johnson's mechanic 
Cliff Lett said, “Ricky's bike had 
slight jetting problems. When land- 
ing from the jumps it had a slight 
hesitation. Before thé second moto 
we did some jetting changes to get it 
running right.” 





The second moto saw Bailey jump 
to an early lead while Jobe, Liles and 
Johnson followed. Hannah had a 
horrible start and was back in the 
pack. After three laps, Bailey had an 
eight-second lead, while Liles again 
slid out, letting Johnson by for third. 
It took Johnson five laps before he 
was able to find a way past Jobe. Bai- 
ley, who had the fastest lap times dur- 
ing practice at 1:34, started losing 
ground to Johnson. Lap after lap 
Johnson closed the gap until he was 
within inches of Bailey. Johnson 
finally made his move and passed 


| Bailey for second. Soon after, Liles | 


started to pressure Bailey from behind 
and eventually passed him. 

At this point, the moto was far 
from being over, even with only a few 
laps remaining. Surprisingly, Liles 
was making a move on Johnson. The 
factory Kawasaki rider Liles was soon 
glued to Johnson's rear fender; with 
three laps to go, Liles passed John- 
son taking over the lead. Unfortu- 
nately for Liles, he crashed for the 
third time in the moto, relinquishing 
the lead to Johnson on the last lap, 
one turn before the finish. Johnson 
crossed the finish line first ahead of 
Liles, Bailey and Jobe. Hannah fin- 
ished sixth for fourth overall. 

“I got a bad start,” said Hannah, 
“and I never got the chance to see 
anybody. The track was terrible — it 
was one of the top five worst tracks 
I've ever ridden on. It was too flat and 
fast, and the dust was so bad I couldn't 
even see the end of my face. I'll never 
go back, and that’s for sure!” 

Johnson’s win gave Yamaha its 
first win at the Japan GP since Heiki 
Mikkola did it back in 1976. For tak- 
ing first in the 250cc class, Johnson 
was awarded a brand-new Yamaha 
RZV500 street bike. e

Shoulder pads — there are so many to choose 
from and so much to take into consideration 
when trying to decide which one is best for 
you. These days, most shoulder pads are 


intended to protect more than 
just the shoulders; they also 
guard thechest, back and upper 
arm from painful roosts and 
impacts in a crash. Few shoulder

pads do all of these quite well, so we 
narrowed down the field to the four 


most popular shoulder pads available 


to date: JT’s V-2000, Moto-X Fox’s 
Roost-D-Flector, Hallman’s Pro Ar- 
morand the Hannah Racing Products 


Moto-X Fox’s Roost-D-Flector. 








(HRP) Flak Jak II. JT will be releas- 
ing their new, three-wheeler-minded 
V-3 and V-4 soon. 

These four shoulder pads are the 
most protective models made, and all 
offer excellent cooling through vents 
in the plastic panels. Each pad sys- 
tem features some sort of suspension 
shoulder cup design and impact-ab- 
sorbing front and back plastic shields. 
In other words,-neither the shoulder 
cups nor front and back shields rest 
directly on the rider’s body, unlike

older-style shoulder pads. The sus- 
pension system absorbs the impact in 
a fall; the others do not. Instead, the 
older models only protect the rider 
from cuts and scrapes and do nothing 
to help eliminate the possibilities of 
shoulder separations or broken collar- 
bones. 


Flak Jak II 


The Flak Jak — designed by Bob 
Hannah — was the first shoulder pad 
with the suspended shoulder cup and

floating front and rear shield. It met 
with large success but was later re- 
placed by the Flak Jak II that offers 
better arm mobility. To keep the 
shoulder cup from riding directly on 
a shoulder, a nylon netting is sewn 
into the cup and rests on the rider's 
shoulder, instead of the cup itself. — 
this creates a cushion between the 
shoulder and cup. 

Both front and back shields func- 
tion basically the same way, but with- 
out the netting. Only the bottom and 
top portion of the two shields touch 
the rider’s stomach and lower back; 
the rest protrudes a few inches from 
the upper body, so when there is a 
sharp impact, the plastic has room to 
flex and can distribute the blow 
throughout the pad. This set-up also 
creates better air circulation to keep 
the rider cooler. 

The elastic straps that connect the 
front and back shields are thin and 
look wimpish; however, we never 
experienced any problems with them 
becoming stretched out or fraying. 
There is one strap on each side, they 
are fully adjustable. 

The upper arm guards are smaller 
than the other pads, and the elastic 
strap holding them on to the rider’s 
arm is non-adjustable. The upper arm 
guards are connected to the shoulder 
pad by one metal snap. There is no 
place on the back of the pads to 
install a name or a number. They 
come ina variety of colors, weigh the 
least of the four at 1.93 pounds, and 
are the only pads that also come in 
kid’s sizes; though, only in the origi- 
nal Flak Jak style.

from Moto-X Fox and were quite 
pleased with them. Like the HRP 
pads, the Roost-D-Flector is fully 
suspended and has netting to keep 
the shoulder cups from riding on the 
shoulders. However, unlike the oth- 
ers, the shoulder cups are adjustable 
to different heights on the rider’s 
shoulder. Straps that snap the front 
and back shields together during use 
are made of heavy-duty nylon. There 
is one on each side; they’re fully 
adjustable. 

Upper arm guards are larger than 
the HRP’s, and their straps are elastic 
and non-adjustable. The guards are 
permanently attached to the shoulder 
pad body by a strong nylon strap. 
The Roost-D-Flector is the only pad 
system that has a place for a name 
built into the back shield, and now 
offer stick-on numbers. They are fully 
ventilated and come in eight color 
combinations. Weight is 2.09 pounds. 


V-2000 


The JT V-2000 pads use the same 
shoulder protection principle as the 
Flak Jak and Roost-D-Flector, but 
the design is different. Instead of 
using suspension netting to keep the 
shoulder cupaway from the shoulder, 
the V-2000 has a wing-type cup that 
sticks out past the shoulder. So, in a 
crash, the end piece of the wing 
makes contact with the ground first 
and flexes, absorbing the blow. 

Front and back plastic pieces are 
suspended away from the body, but 
not as much as the Roost-D-Flector 
or Flak Jak. The V-2000 is the only 
pad that contorts to the rider’s chest, 
because down the center of the front 
plastic piece is a slit that lets the 
shield bend slightly. The back shield 
extends down further than the Flak

Jak and Roost-D-Flector. 

Unlike the Flak Jak and Roost-D- 
Flector, where all plastic pieces are 
joined to each other by nylon 
straps, the V-2000 is a one-piece 
plastic unit, except where the upper 
arm guards attach to the main body. 
The upper arm guards are connected 
to the main body by straps and are 
not removable, but the V-2000 does 
have adjustable straps around the 
arms. The V-2000 is fully ventilated, 
comes in 35 color combinations, 
weighs 2.41 pounds and has an op- 
tional rear number and name plate 
available. 


Pro Armor 


The newest of the four is the Pro 
Armor from Hallman Racing. Its 
shoulder protection set-up is very 
similar to the V-2000 — it has no 
suspension netting, but it does have 
downward-tapered wings. The Pro 
Armor has more plastic protection 
than the other shoulder pads, and 
also has more features. The front 
shield height can be adjusted, which 
cannot be done with the others, and 
the Pro Armor comes with a lower 
front extention that can easily be 
added or rémoved for different riding 
conditions. It is connected to the 
front shield by Velcro. The Pro Armor 
is the only pad that offers an optional 
elbow and lower arm guard. Itattaches 
to the upper arm guard and must be 
purchased separately for $11.95. 


When worn, two adjustable elastic 
straps connects the front and back 
shields together like the V-2000. Also 
like the V-2000, the front and back 
shields are a one-piece plastic unit. 

The upper arm guards on the Pro 
Armor are the largest of the four and 
permanently attached to the main 





body by non-adjustable nylon straps. 
The straps holding the upper arm 
guard to the arm is elastic and adjus- 
table. The whole unit with front 
lower extention is the heaviest at 2.81 
pounds. They come in a variety of 
colors; but fewer than the V-2000 or 
Flak Jak. 


Roost protection 


All four of these chest protectors 
protect the rider’s entire upper torso 

uite well from roosts — whether in 
the rocks, mud or sand, however, the 
Pro Armor from Hallman does the 
job best. The front plastic piece com- 
pletely covers the rider from the lower 
waist to the lower neck and is the 
widest of the bunch. Although there 
are numerous vent holes in the front, 
they are small enough to keep mud 
and rocks from reaching the rider’s 
jersey. Even while wearing the Pro 
Armor when the track is muddy, the 
rider’s jersey will remain almost spot- 
less — cleaner than any of the other 
chest protectors. 

Running a close second to Hall- 
man’s Pro Armor, is the Roost-D- 
Flector from Moto-X Fox. It, too, 
covers much of the rider’s chest, but 
the air vents are larger, allowing 
more dirt to reach the jersey. The V- 
2000 from JT takes third because it is the 
narrowest of the four and has a slight 
opening at the bottom middle of the 
front plastic piece. Bringing up the 
rear is the Flak Jak: It has the shortest 
front piece and the arm cutaway in 
the upper chest allows plenty of roost 
to hit the rider’s biceps. The roosts 
can easily be felt. 


Impact protection 


It’s difficult to evaluate impact 
protection in riding situations with- 
out crashing; we managed to exper-

ience an endo, a few first-turn crashes 
and two semi-high-speed get-offs 
while wearing the Moto-X Foxes, JT's 
and HRPs. The Hallman unit was 
the only one that didn’t make contact 
with the ground. However, all four 
did receive their share of semi-scien- 
tific impact tests. What we did find 
out, though, was that we would choose 
to wear the Roost-D-Flector in any 
type of crash. It barely edged out the 
Flak Jak for a couple of reasons. Both 
the Roost-D-Flector and Flak Jak 
have suspended shoulder cups, but 
the Flak Jak’s cup is too big and 
sticks up too high. If the blow isn’t 
exactly at the top of the shoulder, the 
shoulder cup will slide either forward 
or backwards putting the impact 
directly on the shoulder like non-sus- 
pended pads. If the rider had very large 
and broad shoulders, the problem 
would be less drastic. The Roost-D- 
Flector’s cup doesn’t stand as high 
and isn’t as wide and it doesn’t move 
around as much as the Flak Jak does 
on impact, especially when the blow 
is from the front or back of the 
shoulder. 

Another problem with the Flak Jak 
is when there is a severe impact that 
stretches the netting and compresses 
the shoulder cup, the rear portion of 
the cup digs into the rider’s shoulder 
blade. 

When it comes to shoulder impact 
protection, the V-2000 and Pro Armor 
are clearly one step below the Roost- 
D-Flector and Flak Jak, since there's 
no netting in the suspension cups. The 
extended wing piece doesn’t absorb the 
impact as well. We found that in 
shoulder impact, the blow is hardly 
absorbed. The majority of the impact 
is directly on the shoulder. Of the two, 
the Pro Armor seemed to work slightly 
better. 

In a crash where the rider lands on 
his chest area, all the chest protectors 
seem to work equally well. They are 
all suspended from the rider’s body, 
but the Roost-D-Flector and Flak Jak 
have the most “travel.” However, the 
Flak Jak plastic is slightly more rigid 
than the Roost-D-Flector, and does 
the job better. 

The same goes for back protection 
— they all work very well, but we feel 
the V-2000 and the Pro Armor are the 
best, just because they cover the most 
area. 

Upper arm protection is best on 
the Pro Armor: It has the largest plas- 
tic piece and is the only one of the 
four that offers elbow and forearm 
guards that can be easily snapped on. 
The V-2000 and Roost-D-Flector also 
have decent upper arm plastic pieces. 
The Flak Jak has the worst — they’re 
too small, but they are the only ones 
that can be removed from the main 
body. The others are permanently 
attached, but won’t come off ina crash.

While wearing the Flak Jak, one of 
our test riders was involved in a first 
turn crash and had another rider 
plow into him. The upper plastic 
piece came unsnapped, and he had to 
ride the rest of the moto with it dang- 
ling around his wrist. However, he 
didn't receive a scratch, and the prob- 
lem can be cured by putting Lock- 
Tite on the snaps. 


Comfort 


None of these are very comfortable 
to wear, that’s why many riders are 
turned off about wearing shoulder 
pads. They are the most noticeable 
and uncomfortable when just walk- 
ing around, but while riding, they 
are rarely felt — except the Pro Armor. 
The biggest gripe we had about the 
Pro Armor was the collar area isn’t 
cut low enough, and the front shield 
is too long. When entering a turn 
while sitting, the collar of the Pro 
Armor digs into the rider’s throat and 
neck. The V-2000 does the same thing 
but notas bad. JT offers a shortening 
service for the V-2000; it costs $15.00. 
The new V-3 and V-4, with their 
short front pieces, will eliminate the 
problem. 

When it comes toarm mobility, the 
Flak Jak shines. The cutaway for the 
arms in the front plastic shield allows 
for plenty of mobility. The front 
shield on the Roost-D-Flector is very 
similar to the original Flak Jak and 
has the worst arm mobility of the 
bunch. When the rider’s arms are 
stretched straight out forward, the 
outer edges of the front shield cut 
into the inner forearm. Both the V- 
2000 and Pro Armor have arm cuta- 
ways, but not as much as the Flak 
Jak. The V-2000 has decent arm move- 
ment but pinches between the should- 
er and chest junction; the Pro Armor 
has about the same arm mobility as 
the V-2000 without the pinching. 

Putting on and taking off the V- 
2000 and Pro Armor is a pure pain. 
Since the front and back shields are a 
one-piece unit, slipping them over 
the rider’s head is not fun. The hole 
to slip the rider’s head through is a 
little on the tight side on the V-2000 
and Pro Armor. If the rider wears 
glasses, he must take them off first. 
The Flak Jak and Roost-D-Flector 
are much more flexible because nylon 
straps connect the pieces together 
making it easy to get on and off. They 
also compact better to store in a gear 
bag. 

Once on, there are two straps on 
each side of the rider’s waist that at- 
taches the front and back shields toge- 
ther on the V-2000 and Pro Armor. 
We feel one strap on each side is suffi- 
cient — such as the ones the Flak Jak 
and Roost-D-Flector use — when 
you're in a hurry, four straps are a 
nuisance. 





Styling 

It was hard for us to decide which 
of the four pads was the best looking, 
but: when it came down to a final 
vote, the V-2000 won. With the V- 
2000 out of the way, the Flak Jak took 
a unanimous second. The Roost-D- 
Flector takes getting used to because 
it looks bulky and has a spiral vent 
configuration. We rated the Roost-D- 
Flector third over the Pro Armor 
because the Pro Armor looks bulky 
and complex. 


Price 


Here’s where the Roost-D-Flector 
roosts all over the others. The Roost- 
D-Flector retails for $55, while the 
other three shoulder pads retail nearly 
$90. In our opinion, all these shoulder 
pads cost far too much. Only the 
Roost-D-Flector is in the ballpark.

Conclusion 


Even though most of these shoulder 
pads have incredibly high prices, all 
are a worthwhile investment. We feel 
that the more protection the better 
when either racing or trail riding; 
however, we don’t know for sure if 
any of these shoulder pads will prevent 
such injuries as broken collarbones, 
dislocated or separated shoulders. We 
do know that some kind of shoulder 
protection is better than nothing at 
all. If we were going to buy one of 
these shoulder pads, we would buy 
the Roost-D-Flector. JT’s V-3 and 
V-4 will be more suited for ATVs 
and will retail for $69.95. But, the Fox 
has the best all-around protection 
design and costs much less than the 
others. Cost aside, we would still stick 
to the Roost-D-Flector and learn to 
cope with the restrictive arm move- 
ment and strange styling. °

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JT Racing's Aire-liner 
System-1 helmet

You've probably seen them on 
the heads of factory MX riders 
David Bailey, Ron Lechien and 
Broc Glover for almost a year 
now — the new Aire-liner System-1 
(ALS-1) open-face helmet from JT 
Racing. Unique styling makes them 
hard to miss. 

The flat-top helmet design blends 
into the visor, making it look like a 
one-piece unit — it isn’t. The visor is 
attached to the helmet by snaps, and 
it also acts as a wind channel to fun- 
nel cooling air inside the helmet; JT 
calls it the Streamlined Aire-shuttle 
visor. The air enters under the visor, 
is channeled above the forehead, over 
the head and out the lower rear por- 
tion of the helmet. 

The liner has fit pads that can eas- 
ily be removed and washed, and can 
be replaced. The JT helmet is the first 
helmet designed with a recessed gog- 
gle strap groove. This groove keeps 
the goggle strap from sliding up or 
down on the helmet while riding. 

The ALS-1 helmet is very light at 
two pounds 10 ounces and is made 
out of plastic. It does not meet the 
1985 Snell standards; however, it is 
D.O.T. approved. According to JT 
spokesmen, the ALS-1 helmet has 
undergone very extensive testing, and 
they feel it is as safe as a Snell- 
approved helmet for motocross use. 
They also mention the American 
Motorcyclist Association doesn’t re- 
quire a ‘85 Snell-approved helmet to 
compete in a national motocross 
event, but they do require D.O.T. 
approval. 

The best feature of the JT helmet is 
ventilation; so far, it is the best venti- 
lated open face or full face helmet 
we've ever ridden with. However, we 
have not yet tried the new fully- 
ventilated open face Mag-4 from Bell; 
when we do — which should be very 
soon — we’ll have a helmet-to-helmet 
comparison. 

The JT helmet is very comfortable 
to wear, and the chin strap is fabric- 
covered for even more comfort. At 
speed, wind doesn’t catch underneath 
the visor and try to force the rider’s 
head up, nor is wind-noise a problem. 

We liked JT’s new ALS-1 helmet 
very much; the radical styling is ok 
and the ventilation system works 
great, but without the ‘85 Snell appro- 
val, we would think twice before buy- 
ing one. 

They will be released shortly and 
will come in many different color 
combinations and six sizes. Price will 
be around $159.

Swedish high tech — 
tuned for the forest 


By Tom Kolnowski 


Liquid-cooled power plants have suddenly 
become the rule rather than the exception in 
the world of enduro machinery. A trend that 
began with 125cc motocrossers has finally 


trickled down into the tree-infes- 
ted world of the enduro rider, to 
the point where there are more 
woods machines available 


with coolant pumping through their 
veins than those without. And if the 
performance of the Husqvarna 250WR 
is an indication of the type of perform- 
ance we can expect from this new breed 











of enduro bike, water cooling is most 
definitely the right route to fol- 
low if one wants to make time through 
the woods. 

A natural offshoot of the wave of 
high technology that has been sweep- 
ing through the motorcycling world, 
liquid cooling does not necessarily by 
itself make a good motorcycle. In the 
case of the 250WR, Husky has spent 
many years refining a chassis and sus- 
pension that works very well in the 
woods and for "85 has chosen to imple- 
ment the liquid-cooled treatment. By 
doing so, they have come up with a 
250cc bike so finely honed and tuned 
in box-stock form that we feel it’s at the 
very least a match for any other woods 
machine of its size. 

If you begin shopping for a 250cc 
enduro bike, you'll soon find your 
choices limited: Kawasaki, Yamaha 
and Suzuki no longer manufacture 
bikes of that description, and Honda 
only has a four-stroke model to offer. 








So if you want the lighter weight of 4 
two-stroke mount, it’s mandatory "td 
turn to Europe. Then you can pick 
from the Husky, the KTM 250 MX C'on 
the Can-Am 250 ASE L/C, all three‘ol 
water-cooled persuasion and all tes: 
very adept woods abilities. While no: 
as widely available, Montesa, SWM 
Cagiva and M-Star can also provide d 
250cc enduro. The only two-stroke 
enduros available from Japan are thé 
Kawasaki KDX200 and Yamaha 
IT 200. 

But the Husky speaks well for the 
European method of doing woods bus 
iness. The 250WR is basically a scaled 
down version of the highly successful 
400WR introduced early in 1984, and 
the two are nearly identical with th 
exception of engine size. If you tried 2 
400WR and were intimidated by thd 
generally excellent but most definitely 
Open class motor, the 250 could be 
you. The 250 puts out what we have to 
call nearly perfect power for endura 
competition. You get the best of both 
worlds: on the low end of the power 
band there is enough power available 
at the twist of the wrist that we found 
ourselves riding it like an Open class 
bike, using short throttle bursts to 
scoot from tree to tree rather than con- 
stantly shifting. In the upper reaches 
of the power band there is still plenty 
of horsepower to handily eat up open 
terrain. 

There is barely a trace of the air- 
cooled mill used in the "84 250WR. The 
new 245cc motor is based on the 784 
250CR, Husky’s first water-cooled bike. 
The exhaust port exits in the center' of 
the cylinder, hence the center-port 
designation, rather than exiting to the 
side as in previous 250WRs. Porting 
specs in the water-jacketed cylinder 
have been modified to provide strong 
bottom end and mid-range perform: 
ance according to information pro: 
vided by Husky, and our experience 
indicates they’re right on the mark. 

Twin radiators made by Nippon- 
denso in Japan mount to either side of 
the single upper frame downtube, and 
are protected by vented plastic shields 
an the front and by winged panels on 
the sides. Where the radiators originate 
is no secret; the familiar “Do not open 
hot” warning on the radiator cap is 
printed both in English and Japanese. 
It would be nice if the cap were more 
accessible, since it's difficult to get.a 
good grip on it with the neck of the 
radiator butted close to the gas tank. 

An eight-petal reed valve is nestled 
in the intake tract, fed by a Mikuni 
38mm carburetor. The standard Husky 
air box, accessed through removing 
the seat, is equipped with a large oïled 
foam single-stage filter. With the air 
inlet located just under the top of the 
seat, you would have to find some very 
deep water to drown the WR. 

The transmission shares few parts 
with the "84 model. Internal as well as 
overall gearing is lower, a trait aimed 
for better overall performance in the 
woods. First is super low, usable only 
in the tightest situations, with second 
very close to the same ratio as first gear 
was in the ’84 model. At the top end of 
the scale, sixth gear on the new WR is 
close to fifth in last year’s model. 
If you do most of your riding in the 
wide open spaces it would be good to gear 
up a bit by swapping sprockets. 

As things stand, the tight woods 
rider should be very content. Gearing 
is such that there are no large gaps 
between gears, and the nice manners of 
the engine allow you to pick a gear 
and stay there for longer than usual. 

Husky kickstarters are still tailored 
for a taller person; standing on the left 
side of the bike, you have to raise your 
leg very high before taking a kick. But 
what's nice is that the WR kicks over 














yuite easily, and if you prefer, you can 
itin the saddle and take a jab at it with 
our left leg. While slated to come with 
msaluminum kick starter lever, our 
‘arly production model had the usual 
iteel, unit. Later models will have the 
ighter lever. 

The exhaust pipe snakes around the 
eft radiator, and the fattest portion 
f the pipe is wrapped with insulation 
ind covered with another layer of sheet 
netal, with hose clamps holding the 
yuter skin in place. The silencer is 
‘quipped with a new spark arrestor 
astened by a hose clamp, a design bor- 
owed from the Husky Products acces- 
ory line. All in all, a very quiet, legal 
ind environmentally safe system. 

Still painted white, the frame is the 
sual Husky single downtube design 
vith the addition of a split engine 
nadle to accomodate the center-port 
xhaust. A strengthening brace is 
velded across the frame rails just 
ihead of the engine to give the cradle 
nore rigidity. You’ve guessed it by 
jow; the WR line still has the twin- 
hock rear suspension, with only the 
IR (motocross) and XR (cross coun- 
ry) models getting the single-shock 
rame/suspension in "85. Can we 
xpect the WR line to soon follow 
uit? According to Team Husky’s 
Ferry Cunningham and Mike Mel- 
on, the switch will be considered 
vhen the new suspension has been 
ully proven to give real benefits for 
he enduro rider. Until then, expect 
o.see dual shocks on the WRs. 
dusky ITC (immediate track control) 
ear suspension fitted to the WR; the 
air, of piggyback-reservoir Ohlins 
hocks are proven to work very well, 
id we've never been able to detect any 
mount of flex in the chromemoly 
wingarm. Maintenance is also simpli- 
ied; there are no complex linkages or a 
nultitude of bearing-equipped joints 
O service. 

There have been a few modifications 
m the front end. The handlebar clamps 
re Now straight instead of the angled- 
jack design used last year, and the 
Omm fork tubes were shortened to 
lear the more forward handlebars. 
The tubes now extend only one-quarter 
f an inch above the upper triple 
lamp, approximately 1% inches short- 
r than the 784 model’s. The springs 
lave been shortened and their rate 
djusted accordingly. Why the change? 
since Huskys turn best with the rider 
s far forward as possible, the forward 
andlebar position allows the rider to 
et that extra inch farther up over the 
ars. Better turning results. 

As far as travel goes, the newest mem- 
er of the WR family maintains a 10.6 
nch measurement up front and 11.8 in 
he rear, adequate for most woodsy 
ituations. 

Wheels at both ends are gold-anodiz- 
d Nordisks, with 4mm spokes up 
ront and beefier 4.5mm spokes in the 
ear. The front has the double leading 
hoe design rather than the disc set-up 
itted to the CR and XC models for "85. 
Again, no real problems here; when 
combined with an effective drum brake 
n the rear, we had no problems getting 
topped. Trelleborg tires, while not 
ur personal favorites, come stock and 
worked well enough under most condi- 
ions. 

Cosmetically, the WR comes off as a 
pretty machine. White plastic all 
round (which cleans up surprisingly 
well) is highlighted with blue and yel- 
ow graphics, with a comfortable blue 
eat finishing off the package. Fenders 
ore and aft are wide and long enough 
© do their job well. The 2.8-gallon 
ank is very wide up front and is sharply 
apered to meet the seat, and has a large 
iller neck. The headlight assembly is 
fitted with a very bright 45 watt halo- 











gen lamp, a rarity on dirt bikes. Little 
bits of technology just keep finding 
their way into the woods. 

Our test unit needed a few minor 
changes before it was ready for some 
serious riding. We trimmed an inch off 
each end of the bars so we could more 
easily slither between the trees, and fit- 
ted an in-line fuel filter. Our first rid- 
ing session proved the carburetor jet- 
ting to be spot on — the bike ran very 
clean and crisp, after a few minutes of 
warm-up time. Water-cooled bikes 
do require more warm-up than their 
air-cooled counterparts, but once 
warm we couldn’t fault the perform- 
ance of the engine. 

Very crisp is the best way to describe 
the running characteristics of the warm 
engine, and that goes for the entire 
range of operation. Once on the trail, 
pick your gear — an easy task thanks to 
the smooth-shifting six-speed — then 
let the engine go to work for you. Like 
we said, it’s not really necessary to con- 
stantly stir the shifter with your left 
foot; the motor just keeps on pulling 
strongly as you turn the straight- 
pull throttle. 

In tight woods, where your speeds 
are generally much less than 24 mph, 
the WR is very much at home and the 
trees begin to fly by ata rapid rate. Nail 
the throttle between trees, brake slightly 
if needed before the next pivot, get 
forward over the bars as you near the 
tree, then hit the throttle again as you 
enter the corner. That's what fast woods 
riding is all about and the WR makes 
you look good while doing it. 

We didn’t find it was necessary to 
slip the clutch often when exiting 
comers since the motor transmits power 
to the ground with little tendency 
to bog. When needed, the clutch has a 
nice, light pull — a definite boon 
toward the end of a tough enduro. 

While you are busy bursting from 
tree to tree, the suspension and han- 
dling do their best to keep you out of 
serious trouble. We didn't adjust any- 
thing as far as suspension goes —stock 
fork oil (no air pressure) and oil level, 
and stock preload settings on the shocks 
(a snap to change by setting a circlip) 
—and were very happy the way things 
worked. Not only did the suspension 
soak up: normal trail obstacles with 
ease, it also did an admirable job land- 
ing off jumps. 

There are a few improvements on 
this latest Husky to make your life 
nicer, one of which is a sealed ball 
bearing on the brake pedal pivot. Gone 
is the old bushing system, which seemed 
to quickly wear out. The chain has 
been upgraded to a RK O-ring unit of 
Japanese origin, and appears to hold 














up very well. 

One thing to check out before riding 
is the clearance between the exhaust 
pipe and the lower radiator hose just 
ahead of the coolant pump. The hose 
on our bike needed to be shortened 
slightly. The coolant level also needs 
to be checked often; if you lay the bike 
down, some coolant will inevitably 
flow out of the overflow hose. Make it 
a habit to keep the level topped off. 

We really have little to complain 
about with the 250WR; it works very 
well in all areas in stock form. And 
with a retail price five dollars shy of

$3,000, it’s nice things don’t have to be 
changed. You're getting a finely-tuned 
machine ready to do time as your obe- 
dient servant in the forest. 

How does it rate when stacked up 
against the KTM or Can-Am? We 
haven't ridden "85 versions of those 
machines, but expect the Husky to def- 
initely give them a run for the money. 
The 250WR is just a very effective 
package for threading about the forest. 
And the bits of Swedish-flavored high 
technology sprinkled throughout make 
the finished product all that much 
nicer. ®

Off the tourist route 
on BMW's new KIOORS

BMW’s ultra-modern office facilities over- 
look the glass-roofed stadium that was a 
focal point of the 1972 Munich Summer 
Olympics. The building, composed of four 


cylindrical towers of glass 
joined at their common inner 
surfaces, soon became known 
as "the four-cylinder.” People 


wondered — was it a foreshadowing? 
It was. Now the question has be- 
come, is this new machine the right 
one for BMW in the 1980s? The silver 
K100 RS I picked up that day in early 
June seemed to have no direct con- 
nection with the red 1981 R100 RS 
twin I had left home in the garage. 
Four cylinders, liquid cooling, fuel 
injection and overall appearance di- 
vorce the K-models from all previous 
BMWs. Only the blue-and-white em- 
blems on the fuel tank and tail sec- 
tion hinted at a family relationship. 
But then again, there was nothing 
like the R100 flat twins on the market, 
and there sure wasn’t anything like 
the flat-four Ks either. In BMW's 
diversity itself lives a simple unity. 
BMW has worked hard to stay on 


the perimeter, to avoid the quicker/__ 





faster/flashier whirlwind the Japa- 
nese are in. Competing at that level 
requires constant change, constant 
investment, constant obsolence that 
would infuriate the BeeEm faithful, 
many of whom feel that Japanese 
machines represent a go-fast, dispos- 
able, everyone-has-one mentality that 
is not their own. On Europe's high- 
ways and back roads through the 
alps, I wanted to learn how the new 
K100 performed in its native environ- 
ment. 


Bahnstorming 


With our friend Rudolph, known 
for his ready wit anda nose the size of 
a beer-stein handle, we throttled up 
on Germany’s no-limit autobahns 
heading north for Berlin.

of life and sport and self-importance. 
Aman may bea milquetoast at home, 
but with the right set of wheels and a 
heavy foot, he can be king out here.

Riding position of the new bike is 
not as radical as the old RS, and 
instead is very right and comfortable. 
Shifting is as light as the best of the 
Japanese bikes. At speed, the K100

ing keeps the wind off the rider’s 
chest, arms and legs so he can ride for 
hours without its constant push. 

The hands are totally out of the 
airstream, thanks to the mirror/turn- 
signal pods, but the forearms and 
elbows get just a tad.

Honda XR500 Project 


By Larry Langley 


Lets get something straight right away. 
This is nota fantasy project bike article. You 
know, the ones that have seemingly unlim- 
ited mega-bucks behind them, projects out of 


reach for you and me. There- 


fore the decision was made to 
utilize the stock frame and not 
tear into the engine, two items 
that really drive the cost sky-high ina 
project bike. 

Modifications undertaken were 
such that the average owner could 
make them himself or have them 
done at a reasonable price. 

My goals included identifying and 
correcting any weak points, person- 
alizing the XR500 to my individual 
tastes, improving the suspension, 
improving the power (without high- 
cost internal mods), improving engine 
reliablity and reducing weight. 

Obviously some of the above goals 
overlap. But after riding the bike a 
few times I was able to identify a few 
things that I definitely wanted to 
change. The very first item to be 
replaced was the stock skid plate. I 
ride in the desert a lot since I lay out 
enduros. Enduro-type terrain de- 
mands a sturdy protector to keep 
those very expensive magnesium side 
cases intact. Unfortunately the stock 
plate is a very thin, stamped steel unit 
that I really didn’t have much confi- 
dence in. After researching what was 
available, I ordered a Malcolm Smith 
Products skidplate from Countdown 
Engineering (part number 68-917, 
$44.95). The MS skidplate is made 
from sturdy aluminum and is very 
solid. Mounting was easy and only 
took a few minutes. The MS unit 
mountsa little differently from stock, 
being held on by four clamps. The 
MS plate offers much more protec- 
tion for the side cases than the stock 
plate — proved in subsequent desert 
testing — with a very slight penalty 
in added weight. Taking the advice 
of a Honda mechanic, I drilled some 
holes in the plate for air flow to the 
right side case. I was warned that the 
big thumper ran hot and this was a 
small effort to try and keep it as cool 
as possible. The MS Skid Plate comes 
coated in blue to match the blue trim

the stock, vinyl tool bag. The stock 
bag lasted one ride before the zipper 
broke. Another product from Mal- 
colm Smith Gold Medal Products 
made its way onto the bike, a leather 
tool bag (part number 03-415, retail 
$32.95). Mounting was easy using the 
stock plastic insert and stock bolts. 
Three twist locks provide access into 
the bag which has room for tools and 
a can of pressurized flat tire repair. 
The MS tool bag even had the elastic 
strap sewn inside (just like the stock 
bag) to hold the multi-purpose 
wrench. The sturdy bag has held up 
well and the only complaint is that it 
is somewhat tall. It’s most noticeable 
wearing a fanny pack — occasionally 
Til bump into it. It’s also colored 
blue to match the color of the stock 
bag. Rating — 9.0. 

The stock IRC tires were junk, 
providing little traction on hard- 
packed terrain, skating around too 
much. I waited until the rear one was 
worn out before replacing it but I just 
couldn’t wait for the front one to 
wear. I replaced it with a Dunlop 3.00 
- 21 K139 that worked very well in 
most instances. However, in my ex- 
perience, with the quick steering of 
the Honda, a 3.25 - 21 Metzeler works 
even better in the desert. The only 
drawback of the Metzeler is the larger 
diameter which causes the odometer 
to lose 0.1 mile every three miles. 
Whether this is a handicap or not 
depends on the odometer used at an 
enduro (if the bike is used to compete 
in enduros). A Metzeler also wears 
better than the Dunlop but is more 
expensive and harder to find. 

The rear tire was replaced with a 
5.30 - 17 Cheng Shin C755 Metzeler 
copy. Admittedly the Cheng Shin is 
not quite the equal of some of the 
premium tires but I went with it for 
economy's sake. It costs considerably 
less than the premium tires such as 
the Dunlop K499 at a slight cost in 
performance. This was important to 
me since the rear tires wear much fas- 
ter than fronts. The Cheng Shin pro- 
vides average-to-good traction and 
has a good wear factor.

Ratings: Dunlop 3.00 - 21 K139 — 
9.0; Metzeler 3.25 - 21 — 9.5; Cheng 
Shin 5.30 - 17 C755 Metzeler copy — 
8.0; Cheng Shin tubes, 5.00 - 17 and 
3.00/3.25 - 21 — 9.0. 

I have never owned a dirt bike with 
disc brakes before, and after many, 
many miles, I do not think I could 
ever own one without a disc. The 
Honda unit is absolutely the finest 
brake available. But using a hydrau- 
lic brake system has it vulnerabilities 
— the first being the master cylinder. 
A crash or even dropping the bike 
could be a very expensive repair — 
Honda master cyclinders retail for 
around $100. So for insurance I bolted 
on a International Motosports brake 
cylinder guard (part number BR-I, 
retail $12.95). Installation was easy 
and the guard has already proven 
itself in a couple of tip-overs right 
onto the cylinder. The guard is avail- 
able in black or chrome. Rating — 
10.0. 

I had heard of problems with the 
stock plug cap needing a fix to avoid 
high-rpm miss. One cure is to take 
the resistor out of the plug cap and 
replace it with a piece of welding rod 
or copper wire. This seemed like a 
sort of a Mickey Mouse fix to me to I 
replaced the plug cap with one from 
International Motosports (part num- 
ber HT-1, $3.95). I have used their 
plug caps in the past with excellent 
results. The cap went right on and 
has a clamp to make sure it stays on. 
Rating — 10.0 

A big weak point surfaced when 
the right footpeg broke while riding 
through some deep gully-whompers 
in the desert. Asking around, I found 
that this was acommon occurance on 
the XRs. The footpeg itself didn’t 
break — the mounting tab broke off 
from the frame when the bolt broke. 
Rather than replace the whole frame, 
I opted to have the tab welded back 
on. I took the bike to The Frame Fac- 
tory in Stanton, CA, where they heli- 
arc welded the tab back on with a 
much beefier weld. The bolt holes 
were then re-tapped and new, stronger 
bolts were used rather than the stock 
bolts. If you own an XR, I highly 
recommend that you replace the stock 
bolts before you ride the bike again. If 
the bolts break, I can tell you what 
happens: Your right foot plays tag 
with the ground very suddenly and 
you crash, instantly and with great 
pain. 

Another International Motorsports 
item installed on the bike was a fold- 
ing shift lever. While the stock unit is 
also a folder, it is bulkier than the 
IMS lever and again, I have used their 
levers for years on my previous bikes 
and have never broken one (part 
number HO-9, $18.95). Rating — 
10.0. 

The next step was to install a Super 
Trapp 4-in. pipe. I hoped to pick up 
a little performance and lose a little 
weight. Also the Super Trapp sounded 
better; Maybe a little louder, but not 
by much. I got mine from Count- 
down Engineering. 

Installation was easy but the pipe 
was designed to fit over the stock 
headpipe without the gasket at the 
junction. The instructions weren’t 
clear on this. Once the gasket was 
removed, the pipe slid right on and a 
hose clamp (supplied) secured the 
Super Trapp to the head pipe. It’s 
okay but if Super Trapp would have 
swedged their pipe, it could have 
bolted right onto the stock header 
pipe, gasket and all, and use the stock 
clamp — which is superior to the 
supplied hose clamp. As it is, the 
Super Trapp has not come loose but 
does leak slightly, a fault the stock 
set-up does not have due to the better 
sealing with the gasket. 





Without a dyno, it’s hard to say if 
the Super Trapp makes more power 
than stock. Throttle response does 
seem crisper and I like the tone of the 
exhaust better. It eliminated the harsh 
bark of the stock system. A few pounds 
were saved over stock which is a 
bonus. 

The Super Trapp is also Forest 
Service-approved spark arrestor, 
mandatory if you are going to use the 
bike for rides in our National Forests. 
Rating — 9.0 (Utilizing the stock 
mounts would have bumped it to 
9.5). 

The stock handlebars were okay 
but bent rather easily. They were 
replaced by a pair of Answer Pro- 
ducts chrome-moly RC Type III 
Honda bars. I cut one inch off each 
end for the width I prefer — I don’t 
like a real wide bar. The extra dis- 
tance that wide bar ends travel in 
their steering arc add to shoulder 
fatigue during a long ride or race. 
Shorter bars provide more than 
enough leverage and actually quicken 
the steering slightly. Rating — 10.0. 

The stock grips are just fine. In fact 
many riders prefer Honda grips but 
they probably get them free. At $8.00 
a pair, they are somewhat expensive. 
When they need to be replaced, I will 
replace them with a pair of after- 
market grips at a much more reason- 
able price. 


As I mentioned before the Honda 
runs hot, so a good oil is crucial. I 
have had good luck with Castrol so I 
change oil often and use Castrol 
20W-50 Heavy Duty Racing. I buy 
mine on sale at the automotive dis- 
count stores, usually for around $1.00 
per quart. At $2.00 an oil change, it’s 
cheap insurance. Honda recommends 
20W-50 in hot weather; the use of 
other weights may void the warranty 
— the Honda comes with an unlim- 
ited mileage 6 month warranty, 
unheard of in dirt bike warranties. 


Only time and a lot of miles will 
determine how the Castrol works in 
this motor so I will leave it unranked 
for now. 

Suspension! After riding the bike 
with the stock suspension for awhile, 
I found that the front forks were less 
than adequate. Can we be honest 
here? They sucked. Too much com- 
pression damping (even after chang- 
ing the fork oil) wasthe main culprit. 
Hitting sharp-edged terrain would 
send a harsh jolt through the bars. 
Very uncomfortable. The forks work- 
ed better in more rolling terrain. A 
fork kit was an option, but I didn’t 
want more travel, since the bike was 
on the verge of being too tall in stock 
form. Besides, I believe 11 inches of 
good travel is more than adequate. 

The rear shock seemed vague at 
times. I didn’t have a real feel on what 
improvement it needed. I did know 
the stock spring was inadequate — it 
bottomed with spine-jarring regular- 
ity. (Langley weighs 240 lbs.... 
Editor.) Obviously some work was 
needed to the suspension to improve 
the handling and to eliminate by 
backaches. There were a number of 
suspension specialists I could call on 
to make a big improvement on the 
big thumper. While talking to John 
Bailey at International Motorsports, 
he mentioned that they have been 
doing some heavy development work 
with Gator Products, one of their 
suppliers, on the XR suspension. In 
fact Ron Gibson of Gator Products 
has been racing a XR500 in the 
Expert class in motocross and doing 
extremely well against the two- 
strokes. Gator Products is located in 
the high desert just outside the small 
town of Phelan. Open desert near the 
shop allows instant testing after 
installation, a big plus while trying 
to develop products or dial-in suspen- 
sion. 








So I loaded up the XR and headed K: F M S S H E 9 A N U L 
up through Cajon Pass for some sus- : Ki l un P R E E N T. T. 1 th N A 
pension and some external breathing 
modifications. The first thing we 
decided to do was cure the problems 
in the front forks. Ron agreed that the 
compression damping was much too 
high in the forks. After extensive test- 
ing, Ron finalized the following 
modifications to the forks: The damp- 
er had two extra compression damp- 
ing (0.219-inch) holes drilled in them, 
the first 4.0 inches from the bottom- 
ing cone, the second 4.5 inches from 
the bottoming cone. All holes were 
deburred and chamfered. The stock 
seals were replaced with special seals 
that Gator Products sells. They feel 
the stock seals have too much stic- 
tion. The stock swiper seal was also 


discarded and replaced with a Gator 
Products Swiper. Ron likes to run 
without the fork boots but I like them 
for their protection against dings. 
For riders under 220 lbs, Ron recom- 
mends the Gator Products light fork 


springs with 10w Spectro fork oil 
measured 4.75 inches from the top of

carburetor, a 150 main jet replaced 
the stock 135 jet. 

With the suspension hopefully 
dialed in and the pipe installed, I was 
extremely anxious to ride it. I was a 
little apprehensive about how it was 
going to start and run with the jet- 
ting changes. I've been through has- 
sles before trying to get projects dialed 
in. But low and behold, the XR fired 
right up and settled into a smooth 
idle. After warming the bike up, I 
took it out for a test ride and boy was I 
impressed. The motor ran like gang- 
busters, throttle response was crisp 
and jetting seemed to be spot-on with 
no flat spots anywhere in the power- 
band. The bike was definitely faster 
than stock and would fly down the 
trail. The suspension was much 
improved, especially in the whoop- 
dee-doos. Subsequent testingin more 
enduro-oriented terrain still found 
room for improvement in the forks 
on hard-edged obstacles and rocks. I 
think going to five weight fork oil 
will decrease the compression damp- 
ing enough for this type of terrain. 

I want to experiment with the front 
forks further by installing a set of 
Progressive Suspension’s progressive 
rate fork springs as I can still bottom 
the stock springs on occasion. 

Ratings: Gator Products front sus- 
pension mods — 9.5; Gator Products 
rear suspension mods — 9.5; Gator 
Products carb and airbox mods — 9.9 
(very cost effective); Gator Products 
pipe — 9.5 (just too loud). 

The next and final step was to 
install an oil cooler. I felt a cooler was 
necessary as I knew how hot the 
motor got on those long summer hot 
days in the desert. The Lockhart Oil 
Cooler came highly recommended 
from a number of sources, so I ordered 
one for the XR. Contruction utilizes 
space-age technology in cooling and 
assembly. Instructions were simple 
and thorough. They even supplied 
the washers to space the front fender 
out to clear the cooler. The oil line 
from the frame reservoir had to be cut 
and a section removed from it. The 
cooler bolted onto the front down- 
tube with a supplied bracket and oil 
lines hooked right up. Installation 
was straightforward and took less 
than an hour. I used the clamp-on 
lines supplied in the kit but I may opt 
for the optional stainless steel lines in 
the near future. An additional benefit 
of the cooler is that it requires about a 
half quart more oil. More oil capacity 
makes for cooler-running oil in addi- 
tion to the cooler transferring heat 
out of the oil. Rating — 9.9 (It would 
get a 10.0 if it came stock with the 
stainless steel lines, but that would 
also drive up the price). 

NITS: Had to replace the spee- 
dometer three times. The unit is 
made mostly of plastic (even on the 





inside) and is not a quality item. But 
it should be mentioned that the war- 
ranty covered the replacement. When 
the bike is out of warranty I will 
probably replace the speedometer with 
a different, sturdier unit. 

The dual carburetor set-up is a 
pain to work on. Removing the shock 
is not easy. Honda could have made 
things a lot easier if they had made 
the rear sub-frame removable like 
they do on the CR series. 

PICKS: Excellent O-Ring chain. 
The Japanese have finally started 
building chains that last. In eight 
months, I have adjusted the chain 
once. 

All in all, I am extremely pleased 
with the modifications made to the 
XR500. I wanted to retain the relia- 
bility of the bike, and with the oil 
cooler I feel I have extended it. The 
bike is faster yet still tractable like a 
big four-stroke should be. Now the 
suspension is up to the task where 
before I would have been afraid to 
push it. Most modifications were of 
the bolt-on variety allowing the stock 
equipment to be re-installed if desired 
(except for the air box). Without 
resorting to expensive custom frames 
or very expensive internal engine 
modifications, we ended up with a 
very nice, fun, motorcycle that is 
much improved over stock ata reason- 
able price. e

PISMO BEACH, CA, SEPT. 27-28 


The California Off Highway Motor Vehicle 
Recreation Commission had its 10th meeting 
in Pismo Beach on September 27-28. The 
Policy Committee chaired by Jim Livermore 


met on Thursday afternoon and 
hammered out policy recom- 
mendations that were adopted 
unanimously by the full com- 
mission on Friday. Policies that were 
adopted included grants and cooper- 
ative agreements, citizen participa- 
tion, information and education, re- 
sources management, state wide trails 
plan, legislative, and public safety. 
We still have to formulate policy for 
planning and will undoubtedly have 
a few other items to straighten out. 

The Commission was asked to re- 
view the ‘83-‘84 annual report to the 
legislature and to comment on it at 
the November 17 meeting in Ukiah, 
California. 

Due to numerous problems regard- 
ing rental ATVs at Pismo Dunes, the 
commission adopted a motion direct- 
ing staff to send letters to the rental 
units strongly encouraging them to 
provide safety equipment and an in- 
terpretive lecture before the rental 
goes out. Rentals comprise nearly 
50% of the accidents and citations 
issued in the park. If this rate con- 
tinues, rentals will have to come 
under concession controls. 

In a continuing search for safety 
programs, the commission requested 
Mark Anderson of the Motorcycle 
Industry Council to forward his pro- 
posal on the council's educational 
and safety program to staff for a study 
and report to the Commission on 
November 17. 

The Commission adopted a reso- 
lution directing staff to pursue two 
access points into Pismo Dunes. The 
northern entrance will be north of 
Pier Avenue and offer administrative 
buildings, a large parking lot, first 
aid station, and trailer dumpsite. The 
southern access will go in at Oso 
Flaco Road to a point between the 
lakes and then into the dunes by way 
of a bridge to stay away from the fra- 
gile wetlands area. Both proposals 
will now go to the Coastal Commis- 
sion for approval. The OHV Com- 
mission also directed staff to set upa 
Citizen Advisory Committee to deal 
with the further planning of the unit. 

In our never ending battle to get 
San Diego County an area to legally 
recreate, we endorsed the Otah Mesa 
Project and requested staff to fund 
and proceed with a feasibility study 
on the project. Also in San Diego 
County, it came to our attention that 
the BLM notified all desert users that 
they would be cited for non-registered 
vehicles. 

Currently there are three types of 
registrations. 1. Street legal, 2. OHV 





tag “green stickie’’, 3. Transporta- 
tion tag "orange stickie”. The orange 
stickie permits use on closed courses 
only, along with organized events. 
Anytime the vehicle is operated on 
public lands it must have a green 
stickie or be licensed with a plate. 
The DMV is not supposed to register 
motocross ‘‘race-only’’ motorcycles 
with green stickies because of exces- 
sive noise. If you go to the DMV with 
your registration and request a green 
stickie for your bike they will issue 
one. The DMV has ceased to be in the 
enforcement business as far as these 
registrations are concerned. By the 
way, while youare getting the paper- 
work legal, spend a few bucks and 
buy a decent muffler, to quiet the 
bike. More riding areas are lost from 
noisy bikes than any other single rea- 
son. So do everyone a favor and not 
be “‘socially reprehensible.” 

Back to the meeting, we approved 
an additional $4,500 to complete 
Frank Raines Park feasibility project 
and $16,000 to complete BLM devel- 
opment in the McCaine Valley. 

This past year there were several 
bills in the legislature that would 
further OHV recreation in the state. 
The commission directed staff to draft 
legislative language: 1. To give grants 
to non-profit organizations for speci- 
fied safety and urban outreach pro- 
grams and for maintenance of off 
highway trails, basically a resurrec- 
tion of SB 1552. 2. Expand the scope 
of operation for off highway vehicles 
by permitting operation on desig- 
nated highway segments up to five 
miles in length to permit continuity 
of trails, access to food, fuel, lodging 
and supplies, a resurrection of SB 
1887. 3. Establish special check-off 
box on the environmental license 
plate application form to direct $50 
to OHV related use. 

In the last piece of business before 
adjournment, the commission re- 
quested staff to contact the Irvine 
Company and Orange County to dis- 
cuss ways to keep Saddleback Park 
open. 

We currently have one commission 
vacancy, as Marty Coren resigned last 
month. Persons wishing to be ap- 
pointed to the Commission should 
contact Governor Deukmejian’s of- 
fice, attention Marvin Baxter, Ap- 
pointment Secretary. We also have 
vacancy in the Deputy Director posi- 
tion due to Russ Sanford’s resigna- 
tion. e

ments when they wish to teach the 
West who’s boss. And bullies, in their 
own bully alley, will be peevish or 
spiteful at their whim. 

In a speech at the town hall in Ber- 
lin, President Kennedy once said that 
if any man doubted the cause of free- 
dom, “Let him come to Berlin.” 
Travel in the Eastern Bloc is a lesson 
in “how good we have it here.” Res- 
trictive governments seal their borders 
in times of trouble, as Poland did in 
December, 1981. The powerlessness 
one feels in this restriction goes right 
to the soul. 

Restricted? A 22-page handbook, 
printed in German, lists the restric- 
tions upon West Germans traveling 
on the Transit. Westerners may not 
stop anywhere but the Intertank sta- 
tions for fuel and food. They may not 
talk to eastern persons except to order 
fuel and food. Leaving gifts is ver- 
boten. Leaving behind newspapers, 
magazines or other printed matter in 
the restaurant is verboten. A discarded 
Cycle News could be cause for inter- 
rogation, or worse, by the gray-uni- 
formed bullies in the Transit alleys. 

We reach the border of the East 
Germany, the DDR (Deutsch Demo- 
kratische Republik), which is a wall 
within a wall within a wall — stone, 
metal, wire, with a cleared area con- 
sisting of minefields and automatic 
machine guns with trip wires in 
between. At the first station we must 
surrender our passports, registration, 
and 10 marks (about $4), which the 
stern guard puts on a conveyor to the 
second station. There we are told to 
remove our helmets, and in my case 
my glasses, as my passport photo 


shows me without them: My wife is - 








told to smile, as in her picture. Con- 
veyor belts and forced smiles are our 
welcome to Bully Alley. 

But the more real face of East Ger- 
many is perhaps the bridge watchers. 
For the entire 150 miles, when bridges 
cross the Transit, young people on 
bicycles, and sometimes older peo- 
ple, lean with elbows on the railings 
and, sometimes enthusiastically, 
sometimes languidly, wave to the 
traffic passing by. They know, and 
we know, that they will never have 
K100s to ride across their border. 

The speed limit changes often, 
from 60 to 80 to 100 kph and back 
down again as the patched and bumpy 
road heaves and dips. Never have I 
adhered so faithfully to a speed limit 
as here. The bullies are already work- 
ing their control on me. The pave- 
ment is extreme in spots, and the 
K100 heaves up and down beneath 
us. I wish for something more than 
just spring preload adjustments. 

At an Intertank the K100s are 
mobbed. From the open-air dining 
area people point, shout, come run- 
ning. We are surrounded. Young 
people, old, men and women, kids. 
"How fast does it go? How much 
does it cost?” The questions continue 
and Rudolph answers with good hu- 
mor. All the time we are eating we 
cannot see the bikes for the crowds 
around them. When we leave we are 
followed by more diners. More ques- 
tions and bantering. People surround 
us six deep. When we start the bikes 
they respectfully part in front of us 
and run along beside us a while. I 
look back and wave and guess there 
are perhaps 150 people. 


Crossing into Berlin we must again - 











remove our helmets, but the smile is 
not required at this end. Jam curious 
about large mirrors, about one by 
two feet with casters on the bottoms, 
that lean against the cement-block 
walls. Then a guard slides one under 
a car in search of hidden compart- 
ments. It’s business as usual in Bully 
Alley. 


The Two Sides of Berlin 


West Berlin is a surprising, cos- 
mopolitan, all-night town of music 
and restaurants, bright lights and 
automobiles. We stay three days with 
Rudolph’s nephew Achim, a bright, 
intense student of 27 who detests 
strongly the conditions in the East, 
and who smokes too many cigarettes. 

At Checkpoint Charley the infam- 
ous Wall is incredibly ugly. Again, 
there is a wall within a wall within a 
wall, with the one on this side being 
literally a miles-long cement billboard 
of anti-war, anti-Communist slogans 
mixed with the usual bathroom words 
and declarations of love. 

The four of us enter East Berlin, a 
drab and dour city with little traffic 
and a feeling like it is always about to 
rain. Anti-imperialist posters are 
everywhere, but there is no grafitti. 
There is to be a youth festival this 
weekend. 

That evening it does rain as we 
leave the Moskau Restaurant with a 
chill wind in our faces. It is dark. In 
the distance the Free German Youth 
are marching in practice for their fes- 
tival. Far away, in the cold night, we 
hear the chant, over and over, “Frei 
Deutsch Jugend.” It is like being ina 
play that isn’t real. Rudolph tells us 
that it sounded much like this when 
he was a boy and the Hitler Youth 








paraded in the streets. The hair stands 
on the back of my neck. 

In three days we three leave Achim 
and Berlin, back through the Transit 
and to Munich. At this point Rudolph 
returns to his office since friends, 
from New York, the Johnsons, fly in 
to commandeer Rudolph’s red K100. 
To the south stretches the Alps. Our 
first day takes us to Salzburg, Austria, 
then it’s south into the mountains. 


Europe in Scale 


The first thing to understand about 
Europe is that it is really quite small. 
You could drop Germany, Italy, Aus- 
tria, Switzerland, France, Belgium 
and Holland into the United States to 
find them. The square area of these 
seven nations does not.quite equal 
the combined areas of California, 
Arizona, New Mexico and Nevada. 
The Alps, where we spent most of our 
time, occupy a considerably smaller 
area. There’s no need to hurry on a 
five-week tour of the Alps. 

We were initiated on the sunny 
Grossglockner high pass, which led 
up, up through incredibly rough 
mountains, the rocks soon perma- 
nently white with last winter’s sunken 
snowfields. But the road wound up- 
ward in smooth serpentines and hair- 
pins. The wet runoff in the corners 
slowed us, and immediately we were 
impressed with the K100’s new engine. 
A BMW spokesman had told me they 
had put the power where 90% of the 
riders would use it. Coming out of a 
wet hairpin in second gear, follow- 
ing a huge, waddling tourbus, the 
engine would yawn and begin to 
pull. I'd look down to see 1500 rpm 
on the tach. e

While Greg Zitterkopf breezed 


to an easy win in the Open Pro 
class, Gary Denton fought off 
Rod Richardson to take the 
250cc Pro victory and Paul Thede 


rode consistently to the 125cc Pro 
honors at the ninth annual Great 
Pumpkin Grand Prix held at Corona 
Raceway. 

Zitterkopf (M-Star/Gear) started 
fourth behind Bryan Statham (Yam), 
Brent Wallingsford (Hus); and 
Yamaha-mounted Mark Adamson, 
but quickly passed all of them and 
began to stretch his lead on the first 
lap. At the halfway point Zitterkopf 
had over 30 seconds on Ted Hoyt 
(Maico B. Racing/Hon) — and con- 
tinued to extend his lead right up to 
the finish. Hoyt was second, well 
ahead of Wallingsford. 

Joe “Hodad” Melton (RaceTech/ 
Suz) led Don Griewe (KTM) through 
the first turn, but it was Denton 
(Suzuki of Riverside/RaceTech), on 
a borrowed Yamaha, who gained the 
lead shortly after. Griewe dropped 


out early due to a seizure, and Melton. . 





went to third as Richardson (Pasa- 
dena Honda/Gear/Spectro) took up 
the chase after Denton. Denton man- 
aged to gain a few seconds in the first 
half of the race, but Richardson was 
right there throughout the second 
half. For the rest of the race, the two 
stayed close, but Denton was able to 
get enough room to take the win des- 
pite getting a rear flat on the last half- 
lap. Taylor Marcell (Kaw) had an 
excellent ride going until the final 
turns. After starting well behind the 
pack, Marcell worked his way into 
third around mid-moto. But with 
just a few turns to go, his bike ran out 
of gas. As he made the grueling push 
up the finish hill, Marty Miller (Cir- 
cle City Honda) went by for third, 
then Greg Flanagan (Kaw) followed 
shortly thereafter.

What a 
workout!”

‘landed holeshot honors, Reed got a 


much better start and closed in on 
Leach towards the middle of the 
moto but couldn't catch the runaway 
local rider, who went on to secure the 
lead all the way to the flag for a 1-1 
demolition, Hall took third in the 
moto and 2-3 overall.

Zahrt zaps CRC 
President’s GP

CRC’s President’s Cup GP met 
with more enthusiasm than the 
presidential election is receiv- 
ing. This GP traditionally used 
the entire Indian Dunes facility, but 
some conflicting events being held in 
the northwestern corner of the park 
forced CRC to shorten the course a 
bit. Since this limited the chilling 
water crossings to one, the riders 
didn’t object; however, a large number 
of them elected to ford the stream 
rather than attempt the deceptively- 
simple-looking jump crossing. 

In the Beginner event, Open riders 
Erik Shanur, James Bridges, and Bret 
Rease were first to that jump and all 
cleared the water with ease. Shanur 
developed problems shortly there-after 
and was out of the race. In lap two, 
Michael Sullivan had jumped into 
the lead after a poor start and was 
being chased by Brad Sloan. 

By lap three, the 250s had gotten 
up steam and Bob Michael had edged 
by Sullivan for the overall lead and 
another 250cc, Mark Matteson, moved 
into third. Lap four gelled the posi- 
tions for the race. Matteson was now 
running second and spent the rest of 
the race trying to nail Michael. He 
almost did when the two of them 
were forced to thread their way 
through lapped riders but Michael 
always found another notch on his 
throttle and maintained the lead to 
finish first 250cc and first overall with 
Matteson taking second 250cc. Sulli- 
van hung onto the first Open spot. 

When the Novices took off, Richie 
Taylor established an immediate and 
commanding lead. He felt comforta- 
ble enough to ford the water rather 
than go for the three-seconds-faster 
jump. Tim Henry, in second, needed 
that time and went over the jump. 
Scott Murphy and Mike Heyler were 
travelling together, well out in front 


of the other 125s: Taylorstayed right- - 








| 


up in front for an easy win in the 
Open class but Henry didn't have it 
so easy. He slowed more each lap, his 
bike showing all the symptoms of a 
terminal illness. It finally expired 
and he was out of the race. In the 
meantime, Terry Woody had taken 
firm hold of the 250cc lead and went 
on for the win. 

In the combined Pro and Interme- 
diate race, 250cc Intermediate John 
Jacobsen and Open Pro Willy Mus- 
grave won the start line drag race for 
the first turn. By the end of that first 
lap, things were changing rapidly. 
Musgrave had moved into the lead 
and Open Intermediate Eric Selder 
into second. John Ferro made up for 
a poor start and was at third, running 
second Open Pro. Andy Ellis was 
already on top of the 125s and put- 
ting on a show going over the razor- 
back jump right in front of the scor- 
ing tower. 

Before the race was half over, Ferro 
had edged out Musgrave to put them 
one-two for the Open Pros and that 
was the way they finished. However, 
Kenny Zahrt had come alive in the 
middle of the pack and moved up 
several positions each lap until, at 
mid-race, he was in the overall lead 
and also first 250 Pro. Ed Arnet tried 
valiantly to catch Zahrt and almost 
did a few times in the latter laps. Zahrt 
stayed safely in front and Arnet had 
to settle for second 250cc Pro. Ellis 
was sailing along in the 125cc Pro 
lead while Joe Hopkins was steadily 
closing on him, narrowing the gap 
by 20 feet with each succeeding lap. 
At the white flag, Hopkins had 20 
yards, not feet, to make up and Ellis 
appeared out of reach. But if you 
don’t reach, you don’t get, and Hop- 
kins wanted. He parlayed a last-lap, 
banzai charge into the lead and the 
125cc Pro win.

Waldo collects 
cash in Northwest 
MX Challenge 
Series

There was a light turnout of 
pro riders for the Northwest 
Challenge Series today, and 
many Canadian riders headed 
south to test their skills on this 
supercross-style track. 

In the first 125cc Pro moto Marvin 
Waldo, Enumclaw Kawasaki, grabbed 
the holeshot then lost it when he 
negotiated a downhill on the first lap 
wrong. Waldo lost valuable time and 
turned the lead over the Canadian 
Mike Jorgensen (Hon). Tacoma Yama- 
ha’s Scott Grimm bailed big over the 
doubles when his bike lost power 
midjump. Grimm had to replace a 
fouled plug which cost him several 
laps and mechanical problems would 
continue to plague him for the rest of 
the day. 

Waldo and Jorgensen were a fast 
and furious duo, but in the end, 
Waldo took the win with Jorgensen 
second. 

In moto two, Waldo made no mis- 
takes, riding a flawless race. How- 
ever, there was no time for cruising 
because Jorgensen was hot on his 
rear wheel. After taking a four-week 
break from racing, Waldo said he was 
tired after the moto, but it didn’t 
show as he captured the overall with 
Jorgensen taking home second-place 
cash. 

The 250cc B class was one of the 
larger classes of the day. In moto one, 
Lynnwood Yamaha’s Russ Kimble 
secured the early lead followed by 
Ron Thompson (Hon) and Travis 
Primeau (Hon). Primeau made a 
spectacular pass on the doubles to 
move into second, and it was only a 
matter of minutes before he took over 
first. Primeau held on to first place, 
but series points leader Mike Bos- 
nick, Enumclaw Suzuki, was going 
for it. A lapped rider slowed Primeau 
up enough that Bosnick almost put 
him away at the checkers. 

In moto two, Primeau jumped out 
front and stayed there in spite of Bos- 
nick coming on strong in the last few 
laps. Once again a lapped rider got in 
the way fouling the attempts of third 
place Brent Blake (Hon) to take over 
second. Primeau was the overall 
winner with Bosnick taking second 
place honors.

While he was disgruntled with his 
ride, Crevier obtained sufficient points 
to take the year's championship over 
Kingston. 

It was touch and go in 600cc Cafe 
for Alan Inglis. He had to finish to 
get the championship and his eighth 
place was almost not enough. Lee 
Cochran arrived on the scene to take 
part in his first Westbound Cham- 
pionship race of the season. He really 
was the spoiler for Crevier’s attempts 
ata second championship. Cochran’s 
bike just wasn’t working right in the 
first heat. He had the lead for three 
quarters of the race but Crevier got 
past him before the flag. Between 
heats, Cochran’s Yamaha received 
some serious adjustments from Dave 
Harrold of Motorcycle Works. 

“Dave saved the day with his tun- 
ing,” saida very happy Cochran after 
the second heat. His lead was dramatic 
and complete from first to last lap. 
Crevier took second but this was not 
enough to displace Inglis from the 
championship when all the points 
were added up. 

The wildest battle of the day was in 
750cc Production. Steve Dick had an 
excellent chance for the championship 
if he could finish in the top five. The 
real fight was for third place for the 
year. Either Ken Stobbart or Daryl 
Cornwell had the spot if they could 
finish ahead of the other. Despite the 
track conditions these riders gave the 
thousand or so hard-core spectators a 
good value for their money. The first 
heat started with Cornwell in the lead 
followed by Stobbart and Dick. Mid- 
way, the lead changed when Stobbart 
got past and refused to be passed. 

It was desperation city in the last 
heat with a constantly-changing lead 
between these two: When they crossed 
the finish it was Cornwell by the 
smallest of margins. Dick was quietly 
in third and secure in his champion- 
ship. 

Dick took the lead from the start in 
Formula I for both heats. Even that 
strong a domination was not enough 
to displace Robert Holden from the 
Championship. While Dick was 
catching up in points at Westwood, 
Holden and partner Neil Chivas had 
taken their Suzuki GSX750 to third 
place at the Castrol 6-Hour Produc- 
tion Race at Oran Park Raceway, 
Sydney, Australia on the same day. 

It is not often that a racer can win a 
Championship and place in two se- 
parate races, half a world apart.

Jacobsen, at 0.3 points dropped, again 
won the first loop overall — his sev- 
enth win this year. Unless something 
happens in the last two events, Jacob- 
sen will carry the number one Mini 
plate for 1985. Second and third, only 
four and five seconds back respect- 
fully, were Billy Huston, and John 
Lucas. Last man to “zero” the first 
loop was Aarron McGraw, at 16 
seconds. Caroline Holstead jumped 
back in the saddle with the “B” 
Women’s win, at 1.70, while Diane 
Bainbridge handled the “C” women 
class the same way, at 3.170. 

Loop two headed south between 
the freeway and Candy-Ass Hill. The 
rider’s instruction sheet said, “watch 
for crossgrain the first 3.5 miles.” A 
few non-readers, post entries, and 
others, didn’t and became temporary 
landscape decorations. 

For the hungry ones, the 30mph 
special test hit at a nice early 6.3 
miles, and lasted to the 10.8 mile 
reset. While several AA and A riders 
wished it had been 36mph, it was 
exciting. 

Just past check eight, the ribbon 
got thin, then disappeared. Angry 
riders caught late at check nine had a 
lot to say about it. Course sabotage 
was found to be the reason, and the 
check was tossed. 


Randy Kemp scored a perfect zero 
for first overall, and first 250cc AA. 
Even more amazing, Randy was 0.0 
before corrections! Only two seconds 
back came a tie: Bob Burtis and Kurt 
Butler, also both 250cc AAs. Old reli- 
able Harry Keast rode to second 0/AA 
SSR, at three seconds down. Robb 
Mesecher, Randy Pretzer, Mike Hast- 
ings, Randy Brown, Heath Hibbard, 
and Mark Wiechmann rounded out 
the top 10. 

Jim Bollingmo took first four- 
stroke AA, at .19. In all there were 33 
zeros, concluding with Jeff McNeely 
at .57, who's Open B win gets him 
transferred to A. First Open C Ken 
Baillie, at 1.69, likewise bumped 
himself to the Bs. 

The Checkpoints M.C.’s incredible 
Dana Bell was again in a class by 
herself in the A Women division, 
winning by over two minutes. Newly 
KDX200 — mounted, the Barbend- 
ers’ Kristi Hamner managed second, 
at 4.278 dropped. 

Several new riders enjoyed the 
Horse. Former magazine editor/road 
racer Tony Murphy snuck out of 
mountain obscurity, to take second 
250cc B Senior. The UEA’s Ed 
Mazenko won the O/AA SSR class, at 
1.1. 

Rumors, relating to 3% years ago, 
that CRC is again considering clos- 
ing the Enduro Division, are prema- 
ture, and, in fact, false. Pinning CRC’s 
President Jerry McNeal down, he 
stated: “We plan to run not only a 
full '85 season, but a mountain event 
at Frazier Park/Hungry Valley. Now 
in its 12th year of business, we are 
focusing heavily on the Enduro Div- 
ision next year. Any and all rider 
comments are asked for, and all pos- 
sible will be incorporated in the new 
season.” Also, the August 12 “Gringo” 
non-event will go off November 11, 
1984 at Red Mountain. The “Weeny 
Roast and Beer” function starts at 
8:00 p.m. the night before at the sign- 
up campfire. 














Hoenshell, Whitley 
collect NMA 
Nat’l crowns

Oklahoma City Suzuki hotshoe 
Clay Hoenshell collared the 
125cc and 250cc Modified Ex- 
pert competition at the second 


annual running of Bob Holley’s Na- 
tional Motosports Association (NMA) 
Fall National at Swan MX Raceway. 
Weather conditions threatened all 
weekend and intermittent showers 
brought muddy conditions to the 
otherwise superbly-prepared track. 

Hoenshell swapped 125cc Modi- 
fied Expert wins with Fort Worth 
Team Green gun Carroll Richard- 
son.

Richardson had a poor start, and had 
the KX cranked to the limit trying to 
make up time. Hoenshell was build- 
ing a head of steam with Whitley and 
Hawthorne in pursuit. Meanwhile 
the Vick/Wiggins/ Wendell Simmons 
scrap ensued; and Richardson was on 
the move. Hoenshell (3-1) was a wire- 
to-wire victor at the checkers. Whitley 
was second overall (4-2) ahead of 
Hawthorne (2-3) and Vick (7-4). 

In 250cc Modified Experts, Hoen- 
shell again traded triumphs — this 
time with Simmons. Hoenshell head- 
ed the first moto most of the way with 
Doug Fellers, Bo Simmons, and Haw- 
thorne. Both Kindhart and Bo Stegall 
were soon sidelined with mechanical 
woes. Hoenshell headed home for 
first round gold leading Fellers, Haw- 
thorne and Simmons to the score line. 

Simmons lit off the start line and 
was smokin’ in round two; Hoenshell 
settled into second in front of Fellers, 
Kindhart and Hawthorne. Simmons’ 
hopes for the big bucks would ride on 
Hoenshell finishing no better than 
fourth. Simmons got the win and 
second overall, scoring 4-1. Hoen- 
shell (1-2) came across second for the 
overall win. Fellers finished 2-3, Kind- 
hart 6-4, and Hawthorne (3-5). 

Whitley rose to the occasion in 
both the 125cc Stock Expert encoun- 
ters carting off the crown with a per- 
fect score. It was a Team Green sweep 
in the first round with Vick and Wig- 
gins in the place and show spots.
